TO THE READEB. 



IN addition to tlie many qceetionB proposed in the text, we wish it specially to be understood that onr most earnest hopes are bent 
on establishing by proof the descent of the Traverses of Horton from their traditional ancestors of Nateby and Tulketh, co. Lane, 
The more ancient family held closely to the tradition, that coming from Normandy (where the name as applied both to places ancf 
men is still common) with the Conqneror, they with him fought their way northward, and upon the institution of something like 
order in a country that had become a mere waste, were rewarded with a portion of the district they had helped to subdue, to wit, 
l^e castle and lands of Tulketh by Preston, (afterwards, for a time, called '* Mount Travers,") and the township of Nateby in 
Garstang. We have proof of their tenure of these estates from Hen. III. to Charles I., when the name and the lands at last sepa- 
rate, the latter probably being carried by the marriage of an heiress into another family. But while satisfactorily completing the 
chain of descent in the elder line, the task of bringing to light the younger sons of each generation — to us, from the reign of 
Edw. III. to that of Elizabeth, by far the more important one — is fraught with obstacles hitherto unsurmounted. Yet to the dis- 
covery of such younger sons alone do we hopefully look for the solution of our difficulties, the revealing of all missing links. 

While on duty with his regiment in Ireland in 1646-7, Ma job Jobk Tsatebs, the then owner of Horton, applied to the Ulster 
Xing for a confirmation of his arms and crest, and this appears to have been granted upon his making oath that he was " the son 
of Henry Travers, son and heir of James Travers, son and heir of John Travers, son and heir of Hamlet Travers of Horton in 
Cheshire, descended of the noble and most ancient house of Travers of Mount Travers in Lancashire." As is shewn by the pedigree, 
his assertion has been verified so far as relates to his ancestors as Cheshiremen, but we are now most anxious to discover how, when, 
and from whence came Hamlet Travers to settle in that county. In a deed before us of 5 Hen. YIII. he is styled '^Hamelett 
Treves, late of London;'' and it may be inferred from a subsidy roll of 1545, in which his widow is assessed as owner of the land, 
but his son and heir on personal property only, that he was the first of his name located at Horton. He may have married an 
heiress on whom the estate was settled for life, with remainder to- her heirs male ; or perhaps he purchased it, and bequeathed it 
to his descendants in like terms. Should it be proved that he was bom in LoDdon, there would seem to be little doubt that he 
sprang from a like stem with that of the Merchant-Tailor family (p. 17), and with them we might perhaps trace him through Brian 
or Edmund, the brothers of Christopher Travers of Doncaster (p. 39), to Boger Travers of Nateby and Tulketh, who married in 
1379-80. But while presenting this theory simply for want of a better, we are willing to lend an ear to every other probability; 
and, seeking suggestions wide and far, make bold to ask the reader for his kindly help. " Wherein," to quote an Elizabethan 
Travers, '' if you yield comfortable furtherance, although y* poore estate of this house can make you no recompence, yet shall you 
bind us in thankfulnes and good will to bee ready to pleasure you wherein wee may."

In a somewhat eccentric account of the Travers fiunily published by Whittle, in his History of Preston, ii. 364-6, occurs the following 
inscription, very curious and important, if true, as giving an earlier resident at Tulketh Hall than the first Laurence Travers of our pedigree, 
who was bom towards the commencement of the reign of Hen. III. The author quotes, as his authority, a MS. of Dr. Kuerden's, but gives 
us no direct reference to volume or page ; it is therefore very difficult to verify his assertion, more especially as the Kuerden Collections have 
been separated so widely, that, while at the College of Arms we can consult a portion of them, a journey to Manchester is necessary for 
a sight of the remainder. The monument in question is said to have been destroyed, together with the old rhyme given below, during " the 
many repairs to the church in the year 1572 *."

crucifix, from Caen in Normandy, to ornament the High Altar.' "

With but little variation these verses have been printed by Gregson, Portfolio of Fragments, L 112 ; Whittle, History of Preston, ii. 365 ; 
Baines, History of Lancaster, iv. 335 ; and later still by Mr. Hardwick ; but in neither case does the author tell us fi*om what source he 
obtained them. We print from the earliest copy extant, communicated to the Herald by a member of the family it most concerned, within 
a few years of its defacement ; and, allowing for slight errors in detail — a privilege of the ancient rhymer — ^we believe it to be worthy of credit. 
Whittle says that it formed part and parcel of the above monument to John de Travers, ob. 11 88, but the truth of his assertion we are not 
prepared to support.

IT is necessaiy to explain tliat the following scraps and fragments of pedigrees are intended only for a key to a sorplos mass of extracts from 
Wills, Records, MSS., and printed books, that have accumulated in the course of extensive searches, made with the view to illustrate the 
history of the ancient Lancashire house of Tnivers of Nateby, together with that of its Cheshire offshoot, seated for above two centuries at Hortou 
liall, near Tarvin. Having selected and kept apart all memoranda immediately applicable to the chief object of our search, we have here given 
a brief outline of the remainder, hoping, eventually, to trace back some of its scattered branches to the parent tree itself. It may not be out of 
place to remark, how grateful we shomd be to any kind friend who, perchance, may look through these pages, for the communication of slight facts, 
or incidents likely to add to our information in any particular, or to correct some wrong conclusion that may have been drawn from the evidence 
already at hand. For convenience, the matter is arranged under an alphabet of the English counties, the locis in jno being in all cases decided by 
the residence of the first known ancestor; and where two or more families are met witn in one county, priority is given to that of earliest date. 
Not to lose sight of the many variations in the spelling of the name, as it appears in early documents, we have noted on the margin the form 
peculiar to each authority as it is brought under contribution.

From 10 Hen. III^ 1225-6, to 12 Edw. II., 1819, a Trav«n family was resident at ** Brehnll," Bocks, (now Brill), and apparently of some import- 
ance. Nigel Travers sold- land in Brehnll to Alan de T^ngewic, eire. 1234-5'; and a year later, in Jaly, 1236, he conveyed a tenement in "Acley" 
(Oakley), Backs., to William Fits WUliam*. Folk Travers lived at Brehnll 1247-62'. Roger Travers gave an acre of land in Brehnll to the Prior and 
Convent of St. Werbnrgh, amte 1255'. Nigel Travers, a descendant of the first-named Nii^ei, obtained from the king a lease of the manor of Brehnll in 
1282, at a rentall of £& per ann.r, and appears to have appointed as his bailifi* his son Nicholas Travers^. Daring the whole of the thirteenth century 
and part of the fourteenth, among witnesses to deeds and on juries, the name is frequently met with in this neighbourhood; we have yet to learn when 
it became extinct.

Mary. He mentioos in bis will that his " third son, Henry Travis, served as a volanteer under the Right Hon. the Marqnis of Granby during the late

IV., 1463, the king grants to Robert Preston, Knt., Peter Travers, 
arm*, Robert Dyllon*, and Richard Begge, chaplain, the custody of two parts of the manors of Bratton, Credeho, Hihbray, Sonthmoltou, &&, co. Devon, 
together with aU other the lands of David Flemyng, Knt., deceased, during the minority of Thomas Flemyng, his son and heir. (Fine Roll, 3 Edw. IV., 
272, m. 1.) — By letters patent dated 17 Sept., 1 Hen. VII., 1485, Qeorge Travers is appointed assessor or receiver of duties to be levied on all foreign 
merchandise landed at Dartmouth, co. Devon. (Fine Roll, 1 Hen. VII., 296, m. 2, No. 70.)— On 22 Sept., 1 Hen. VII., 1485, a writ of diem elautit 
exiremum was issued to the King's Escheator for Devon and Cornwall, to inquire concerning the lands and heir of George Travers, deceased. (Ibid., m. 1, 
No. 101.) It is very much to be regretted that the escheator's return to tins writ is not in existence, as it might have contributed much towards the 
solution of the difficulty. 

In an account of Uie Irish branch of the Travers family printed in Craik's "Spenser and his Poetry," (iiL 250,) it is asserted that the first of that 
branch who went to Ireland was John, son of Brian Travers, of Pille. He is said to have gone over with Lord Qrey de Wilton in 1580 — to have married, 
soon afterwards, Spenser's rister Suah — and to have ended his days in Ireland. Without flatly contradicting this assertion, we would here draw attention 
to the fact, that John Travers (bom in 1567) was but thirteen years old in 1580 — if indeed then living— and would scarcely have been allowed to leave 
England so young, however ambitious he might have been. But the Coleridge Church Register presents a much more serious obstacle, in the shape of 
a record of his death when quite an infant, viz. " 1573, Nouember y* 11*^ day, John Trauers was buried." And we think there can be no question of 
identity raised, from the fact that, fVom 1564 to the year 1600, the baptisms and burials of the children of Brian Travers form the only instances in 
which the name appears in that register. Hence the origin of the Irish branch of the family becomes a matter for profound speculation. That it may be 
traced back to the old Lancashire tree is perhaps capable of proof, but in the generally accepted pedigree, as given by Craik, it is certainly " not proven." 

Among others of the name sometime resident in this county, may be mentioned Roger Travers, of Dartmouth, 1485, (Fine Roll, 1 Hen. VII., 296, 
m. 10, No. 17); John Trayys, of Swymbryg, 1522-3, and Thomas Travys of Barnstaple, 1522-40, (Devon. Subs.); John Travb, of Bishop's-Tawton, 1560- 
94^ and Rathorne Travis, of the same place, 1570. Adam Travers, who died Archdeacon of Exeter in 1555, was probably born near Manchester, as also 
was Ralph Travers, Vicar of Colyton, ob. 1592. (Oliver's Antiq. Devon.) For the several incumbents of Faringdon, Brixharo, and Thorverton, of the 
name, see an account under " Travers of Nottinghamshire."

Walter Travers had other children whose names have not been recovered; it is possible that one of them was a William Travers, who, with Margaret 
his wife, sold a small estate in Toller- porcorom, co. Dorset, Michaelmas, 1534 7. Another may have been John Travis, of Mapperton, who, dying in 1572, 
was buried " in the church of Porestocke."

Within a circle of five miles roand Poontock, we f^et Witherstone, Mapperton, Toller-porcorain, Netherbury, Ash, Bittlelake, Askenwell, and Loden 
MaltraYen. Richard Travera, Esq., of Loders, who died withoat issne in 1813, owned land in nearly all of these places, which he inherited chiefly from 
his grandfather. (Hutchins, Dorset, i. pp. 431, 489, 571. 592; and iv. 374-6, 386.) At his death his estate was sold. Robert Traverse, of Loders, had 
ismie by Murtha his wife, Francis Traverse, baptized at Askerswell, 26 Dec., 1702 ; who appears to have been connected, thirty years later, with the Sonth 
Sea Company, for in the calendar to the Close Rolls (9 Qeo. II., p. 6, n. 10) we find an " Indenture to Francis Traverse Tof Dorset) by the Gov. and 
Company of Merchants tradinsr to the Sonth Seas, 19 June, 1735." It is possible that he may have been the arrandfather (of Richard Travers, of Loders) 
alluded to by Hutchins, as having largely increased his paternal estate. John Travers, of Salway Ash, near Bittlelake, was living in 1764. He left six 
sons, John, Daniel, Richard, Thomas, James, and William. The descendants of three of these are now living, among whom we may mention John 
Traven, Esq., of Abingdon, Berks. ; John Tucker Travers, Esq., Belvidere Road, Lambeth; Fred. Travers, Esq., of Poole, Dorset; and his son, William 
Traven, Esq., M.D., of Charing Cross Hospital.

It does not appear that this early settler remained long in Hampshire; the probability is that he went north, and, obtaining a grant of land in Lancashire, 
founded the family of Travers of Nateby. During the reigns Hen. II I.— Edw. II. we do not meet with the name in this county. From 43-50 Edw. III., 
one Richard Travera was Rector of Blendeworthe, Hants., but his brother, Thomas Travers, Knt., lived in Kent or Middlesex, and owned the manora of 
" Boughuir and ** Halghle," together with binds at Ditton and East Mailing*. The origin of the following branch is as yet unknown, but it is worthy 
of remark that the baptismal names of the sons are exactly similar to those of the Travers' of Nottingham.

There is every reason to believe that this ancient family was a branch of the still more ancient one of Travers of Nateby ; in fact, we mif^ht almost 
affirm that in the early part of the rei^ of Hen. III. there was but the distance of first cousin-ship between them. In an inquisition, without date, 
entered on the 7Ma de NeviU, (p. 404,) relating to land in this neighbourhood, it is recorded that " Vivian Qemet gave to Robert Travers four camcates 
and a half of land for the service of a third part of a knight's fee." The exact spot is not mentioned ; but in a later inquisition, concerning the manor 
of Whiston, the very words of this early grant are quoted. The inference therefore is, that Robert Travers was the first of that name who settled at 
Whiston; and that he came from Nateby may also be inferred from the fact that Vivian Gemet was brother-in-law to Laurence Travers of Nateby, 
temp. Hen. III. 

The manor of Whiston remained in the Travers family until 1506, and was then sold by John Travers to Margaret Ogle, widow, a second counin ; she 
being a daughter of Roger Booth, third son of Sir Thomas Booth, of Barton, Knt., by Katherine, daughter of John Bold, of Bold, and widow of Richard 
Travers, of Whiston. While parting from this, the manor of Rudgate-in-Whiston was still retained, together with considerable property at Hardshaw 
in Windle, where the later generatioos of the fitmily resided. And it is somewhHt singular that not an acre of this estate was lost at the time of the 
Babington conspiracy, although its unfortunate youthful owner was condemned and executed for high treason. The charge against him was, "that John 
Travers, (late of the parish of Prescott, in the county of Lancaster*,) Qent., another false traitor in this conspiracy, went to Clerkenwell, in the county 
of MidcUesex, traitorously to confer,*' ^., and that "the sidd John Travers did traitorously conspire, and agree, for the delivery of Mary Queen of Scots, 
and to assist the foreign invaders of this realm ■." But his defence was that " he was a Catholic and doubted to be troubled for his conscience and 
religion. He said but uttle, as one that cared not what evidence came against him, and was resolute to die." 

William Travers succeeded immediately upon the decease of his brother, and appears to have held the estate, undisturbed, until his death in 1591 ; 
but on the 13 April, 1598, some " 58 acres of the lands of William Travers, late of Hardshagh, Gent., a recusant, were taken and seized into the hands 
of the Queen by virtue of a writ directed to Thomas Hesketh, arm,' and others t;" and his heir was at once held to be a tenant of the same at a rent 
of " vi** viy* x}^ " per annum. For forty years subsequently this sum is regularly entered on the Recusant Rolls as owing to the Treasury, but always 
accompanied l^ a much larger sum on account of arrears unpaid ; until in 9 Car. I., 1633-4, the amount stood thus : — " owing for the year last past 
vi" vig* x}^; for arrears of previous years, cclxvij" viij* x}**." Af^«r which, there is a note to the eiSdct that the then present owners stand acquitted of 
the whole of the debt, and the Treasury Remembrancer of 10 Car. I. is to make an entry to that effect, " to wit, among the Records of Michaelmas Term." 

During these forty years Henry Travers (viv, 1599') appears to have died, leaving, as his heir, one James Travers, who also died (intestate) early in 
1625, leaving a widow, Cedlia; and she was living at Hudshaw in 1631 *. We should be glad to know at what date aad in what manner the estate went 
out of the family.

In the town of Manohbsteb itself, the name of Tbatebs was common at a very early date, and many of its merchants of that name were, doubtless, 
younger sons of the old county families. On 2 Jan., 26 Edw. III., 1853, Richard Trauers and Adam his brother granted and confirmed to William le 
Fleccher a piece of land in the towne of Manchester, to have and to hold to him and his heirs for ever ". Hugh Travers, of Manchester, and Anne his 
wife, had a grant of a fifth of the manor of " Wyke," co. Lane, in 8, 4 Ph. and Mary ; the date of the grant being 18 June, 1557 *». Four years later, 
28 July, 1661, we find that one Henry Gee duimed, in right of his wife, "two burgages" in Manchester; but "one Anne Traves, late wife [widow] of 
Hugh Traves, having great friends within the town of Manchester," ejected him therefrom by force of arms p. A similar complaint was made by Robert 
WiUiamson, merchant of Manchester, viz., that some three years previously his father had conveyed to him a messuage and six shops with their appurte- 
nances in Manchester, but that on the 8th Aug., 1556, "John Travers, Adam Travers, and Thomas Cunclyflfe. accompanied by divers persons to the number 
of eight, did illegally seize and deface the said premises, and carry ofi* doors and windows V On 27 June, 8 Eliz., 1566, James Chetham and Katherine 
his wife, with John Travers and Humphry Chetham, took an equally prominent part in ejecting one Ralph Hopwood from a burgage in the " Myhiegate," 
Manchester'.

Extracted from the District Registry of Her Majesty's Court of Probate at Chester: — "Memorandum: That Sbath Tbatbbs, late of Manohestbb, 
in the county of Lancaster, Linnen Webster, beinge in the towhe of Manchester when visited with the plague, and minding to settle his estate in such 
dangerous time of common calamity, did in or about the eip^hteenth day of June, Anno D'ni 1645, make and declare his last will and testament, nuncu- 
pative, in words, without writings, as followeth : Imprimis, It was his will and mind that if hee and his Sonne, John Travers, should die of the infeccion, 
that then his grandchild, Seath Travers, should have all his goods, cattells, and chattells whatsoever, except forty shillings w'ch he gave to his sister 
Dorothy. And that if hee and the said John Travers and Seath Travers should die of that infecc'on, then that all his goods, cattells, and chattells should 
goe to his daughter Elizabeth's children, to bee equally devided amongst them, excepting xx*^ which he gave to his brother, Thomas Travers, and v** to his 
sister, Dorothy Travers ; and willed that Thomas Strangwaies, of Gorton, Gent., and Edward Richardson, of Chorleton-Rowe, should have and keepe the 
money due to his said daughter Elizabeth's children, till they should come to years of discretion, and named and appointed the sud Thomas Strang^aies 
and Edward Richardson executors of his will, or to that, or the like effect; and afterwards departed this life."

The origin of the family of Tbatxbs of Knowblet forms a qnestion of considerable interest and importance, as there is good ground for supposing 
that they were a younger branch of the Cheshire family of Travers of Horton. How long they had been located at Knowsley is uncertain, but ** Richard 
Travers, of the parish of Huyton, hundred of West Derby, co. Lane," appears on a Subsidy Roll of 16 Hen. VIII., dated 8 Dec. (1523) ■ ; and it is very 
possible that he was the finther of Thomas Travers, who is entered, as of Knowsley, on a similar roll of 87 Hen. VIII., 1 July, (1645) *. From the latter 
date until that of the probable birth of Hamlet Travers, circ. 1580, there remains a gap very difficult to fill up. The church registers of the parish 
of Huyton would, of course, clear away the difficulty, but the interval covers just those critical years in which church registers are usually found wanting. 
There is no very ancient will of the family at Chester, and the early contents of the Richmond registry (now preserved at the Court of Probate, Doctors' 
Commons,) are not yet accessible to the public.

It is worthy of note that, with the exception of the family of Travers of Horton, this is the only instance in which we have met with the Christian 
name of Hamlet ; and, like the Cheshire family, the Travers' of Knowsley were Protestants. The only sufferer for recusancy was Alice, wife of Hamlet 
Travers above ; and the fact of her being singled out and fined in the lifetime of ber husband, would certainly argue that he was of a different faith. A 
petition of Richard Travers, of Knowsley, in 1653, to the Parliamentary Commissioners, (preserved among the Royalist Composition papers in the Record 
Office,) clearly proves that he was no Catholic He states that one George Brookfield, of Knowsley, (ob. 1638,) by " indenture of assignment dated 
28 Jan., 12 Car. I., (1637,) granted to Margaret, his then wife, a moiety of his tenement in Knowsley, for the t^m of her life, and the other moiety to 
Qrace Ballard, spinster, together with the reversion of his wife's portion at her decease. The said Grace Ballard afterwards married Richard Travers, 
peUtioner, and Margaret Brookfield being a papist, bad two-thirds of her estate sequestered during her life, (in 1643) ; but she dying 6 Oct., 1652, and 
her moiety coming to Grace Travers aforesaid, it should have been relieved from sequestration." It appears that this had not been done, and Richard 
Travers petitioned accordingly, and about Christmas, 1653, the matter was settled in his favour. It is probable that he died soon afterwards, although 
lus will was not proved until 1663, nor was that of his brother Henry, who died in 1657 ; a delay that is exphuned when we remember that, from 1648 
to 1660, wills could not be proved in the diocesan reg^tries; and possibly, rather than incur the trouble and expense of a journey to London, their 
executors preferred waiting until after the Restoration, when the bishops' courts were again opened. Grace Travers survived her husband many years, 
and died at Knowsley in 1687. Her will was proved at Chester in the same year.

Pbtbb Tbatbbs left Westminster School in 1617, having been elected to a Scholarship at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he took his B.A. degree 
in 1628, and that of B.D. in 1631. In 1633 he became Rector of Bury, co. Lane; and on Feb. 4, 1633-4, was presented by the King to the Rectory 
of Halsall. About this period he] officiated as chaplain to the Earl of Derby, and in, or about 1643, he was elected Bishop of Sodor and Man, on the 
death of Richard Parr ; but was probably never consecrated, as the see is said to have been vacant until the consecration of Samuel Rutter in 1661 v. He 
was a staunch royalist, and took a conspicuous part in the defence of Latham House during the siege of 1645. Gregson (p. 246) says, he was one " of the 
gentlemen commissioners appointed on behalf of CoL Edw. Rawstone, the Governor, to treat with Col. John Booth, commissioner of the uege, concerning 
the delivering up of the same in 1645." And in the Addit. MSS., Brit Mus. (15,669, f. 63) there is a copy of an order of the parliamentary committee, 
commencing — *' April 24, a.d. 1645. Whereas Peter Travers, rector of the parish church of Bory, in the county of Lancaster, is disaffected to the parlia- 
ment and the proceedings thereof, and is in Latham House, now kept a garrison against the parlianjent; It is ordered that the said Rectory be forthwith 
sequestered from the said Peter Travers," &c. And thus it fared with all his preferments, until his wife had to petition, in 1647, (Addit. MS. 15,671, 
f. 67,) for a pittance sufficient only to support life. That he was living in 1653 (having survived his wife) is well known; but of what became of him 
aftowards, and whether he died, or not, before the Restoration, we are totally ignorant. His eldest son, Peter, having served the parliament, and 
having openly renounced the political opinions of his father, preserved to himself a small estate at Skelmersdale, and lands in other parts of Lancashire. 
He was probably in the navy, and may, perhaps, be identified with a Peter Travers who died at Liverpool in the year 1700^. 

Of the parentage of Peter Travers, sen., we know nothing ; but one " Robert Travers, Gent," appears on a jury at Ormskirk, 20 June, 1534' ; and 
in 1570 there were living " Henry Travas, of Skelmersdale, husband^ian^" and Matthew Travers, of Ormskirk^. Thomas Whitaker, of the Holme, 
near Burnley, oo. Lane, appears, through all their troubles, to have been a great friend of the family ; and from his intimacy with, and the marriage of 
his son into the family of TVavers of Inchfield, we are led to conjecture that there was some relationship between the two. One "Elizabeth Travis, of 
Inglefield," (probably Inchfield,) died in 1606", and may have beien the widow of thdr oonunon ancestor.

I. (Beck's Annaleg Fume- 
sientes, p. 146.) — 20 Feb., 1873, John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaster, grants to Thomas Trayers, " chief Gardeyn de noetre chace de Assbedon," for his 
service in time of war, a rent of forty marks per annum, and twenty * livres' per annum in time of pence, both issuing out of bis manor of Marsfield, oo. 
Sussex. (Reg. Job. D. of Lane, f. 128.)— -John Travers, of Blackburn, living 24 Feb., 1410. (Patent Roll, 11 Hen. IV., m. 5.)— John Travers, owner of 
an estote at " Hamesfell," co. Lane, bordering on the Unds of the lordship of St. Mary of Cartmel, 6 Hen. V., 1417-18. (Report on Pub. Records, 1837, 
p. 99.)— John Travers, of Cartmel, one of the collectors of a fifteenth for Lane, 7 Hen. V^ 1419-20. (Dodsw. MS. 87, f. 98.) — Adam Travers, Vicar of 
Winkleigh, oo.

We are informed by an accomplished Lincolnshire anthor and antiquary p, that the name of Travers is almost foreign to his county, and that during 
his extensive researches into local topography and family history he has seldom or never met with it. For ourselves, while pleading ignorance of any 
branch of the family (if such there be) seated hereabouts, whose descent through many generations is an established fact, we have notes of a few early 
reudents, concerning whom much more that would be of interest must still be obtainable from the county records and wills, and the MSS. belonging to 
Lincoln Cathedral. Among the Harleian Charters in the British Museum % there is one by which *' Robert Bateman, the nephew of Robert Travers, of 
Hakethome, (Hackthome,) co. Line, gave to God, the blessed Mary, and the Convent of Bulington (BuUington), for alms, a garden, and certain other 
hmds in the township of Hakethome, which he held of the gifb of Robert Travers, his uncle." The grant is without date ; the witnesses, '* Galfridus fil' 
Militis de Hak', Galfridus fil' Alerand, Hereward de Spridlington, Adam Fraunceys," &c. ; and the seal, of red wax, very perfect, bearing a device not 
unlike a cross, with the legend •!• s. bobebti tbatsbs. — 4> £dw. I., 1275-6, Thomas de Boulton, Sheriff of Lincoln, was reported to have taken bribes 
from (among others) one Hugh Travers, within the " Wapentake of Aslachou in Lindeseye'." This Hu$(h was living 9 Edw. I., 1281', doubtless at 
Hackthome, which is now within the deanery of Aslacko. — Richard Travers, of Hareby, (near Spilsby, co. Line.,) was appointed one of the collectors of 
a tenth and fifteenth "in partibos de Lyudesey in com' Line, excepta civitate Lincoln.," by writ tested at Westminster, 5 July, 1 Hen. V., 1413*. — 
John Travers, of Tetford, (near Horncastle,) appears among the jury on an inquest held at Horncastle, on Tuesday after the Feast of St. Thomas, 
10 Hen. VI., (Dec., 1431,) concerning the levying of an aid "in partibus de Lindseye"." — In the Prerogative Court, Doctors' Commons*, is preserved the 
will of " John Trovers, arm', of the county of Lincoln," dated 7 July, 1430, and proved 5 Aug., 1432, by which he bequeaths the sum of iii" iiij** to the 
&bric of the parish church of " fflewhyng," (PFletching, co. Sussex,) and a further sum of ten marics for the finding an honest priest in the aime church 
to pray for his souL The re«due of his estate he leaves to his " brother, Thomas Travers, priest." — John Travers, of the city of Lincoln, died in 1497, 
seized of a messuage and 30 acres of land in Halmyton, near Louth, co. Line, which he held by military service, leaving a son and heir, Robert Travers, 
9 years old. An inquis. post mortem concerning his lands, &c., was held at Ancaster, 13 May, 13 Hen. YII., 1498, by virtue of a writ from the king, 
dated 4 Nov., 13 Hen. VII., 1497'. — Henry Travers, of Swinhope, co. Line, died ante 1647, seized of a messuage, three cottages, and 150 acres of land 
at Swinhope, leaving by Anne his wife, Joane Travers, his daughter and heiress. This Joane died unmarried, 30 Mar., 1 Edw. VI., 1547, and the estate 
went to her father's brother, Christopher Travers, who was then 30 years of age. The inquis. post mortem was held at Market Rasen, co. Line, 30 July, 
1547, by writ dated 26 May preceding*. — Thomas Travis, of Eastlound, in the parish of Haxey, co. Line, died in 1657, owning the house in which he 
lived, and certain lands in the neighbourhood. He had issue by Jane his wife, two daughters, Margaret and Jane, the latter under age at the time of 
his decease*.

TBA7EBS OF LOITDOir AND HIDDLESEZ. 



JoHK Teatbkb, CmzBK, Mebchavt, Aldsbhak, Chavbsblain, and thrice Shbbipp of the City of Loimoir, was bom towards the close of the 
reign of Henry II. ; most probably about the year 1185. He appears to have lived in Cornhill, and was first elected Sheriff, with Andrew Nevelun, in 
1215, during the mayoralty of Serlo le Mercer, when occurred the memorable march of the Barons on Loudon agiunst King John, as is shewn by an entry 
in the Liber de Antiquis Legibu^, (f. 64,) preserved in the Guildhall Library : — "M'^caxY. Hoc anno effectus est Maior Serlo le Mercer, et Barones Anglie 
intraverunt London' contra Regem Johannem in festo Gordiani ct Ephimachi." In 1223 Richard Renger was chosen Ma>'or, and continued in office for 
five years, during the two first of which John Travers again served as Sheriff, together with one Andrew Bukerel **. At what date he married is uncertain, 
but it appears that in this year, 7 Hen. III., probably upon their taking office, the king received John, son of Richard Renger, Nicholas, son of John 
Travers, and others, as hostages for the keeping of the peace of the city of London, and for theur faithf\il service ^, In 8 Hen. III. he was Sheriff and 
Chamberlain, and gave up his house in CornhUl for the use of some Franciscan monks, until they could provide for themselves a monastery : — " In 1224 
(8 Hen. III.) there came out of Italy nine friars of the order of Franciscans, or Friers-minors, five whereof were priests, and the other four laymen.^ The 
priests placed themselves at Canterbury, but the other four came to London, and were lodg'd for some short time among the preaching friars who liv'd in 
Oldbom ; afterwards they obtained to be placed in Cornhill, London, in an house belonging to one John Triivars, who was then one of the sheriffs of 
London in the same year 1224 ; in which house they made themselves cells, and inhabited there for a certiun time, till their number so increased, and the 
citizens' devotions grew so great, that within few years after they were thence remov'd by the means of one John Ewin, mercer, who purchased a void 
plat of ground near St. Nicholas shambles, there to erect an house for the said Friers, which he with the help of other benefiictors built. A great part 
whereof was erected at the proper costs of this John Ewin, who appropriated the same to the Commonalty of Loudon, and then he himself entered into 
the same order of Friers, as a lay -brother, and therein together with them liv'd <*." 

On the Close Roll of 9 Hen. III., 1225 •, there is an order to the Bailiffs of Winchelsea, tested by the King at Dover 14th January, '< concerning the 
delivery of a ship belonging to John Travers, freighted with wines;" and on the 4th March, in the same year, Richard Renger, Mayor of London, and 
John Travers, were " commanded that of the first wines they take for prisage of our Lord the King, they deliver two tuns to the Master of the Temple in 
England'." 10 Hen. III., 25 May, 1226, John Travers, citizen of London, had a lease of certain lands at Farneham, formerly held by "G. comes Sancti 
Pauli';" and a year later he appears as "farmer of the dues belonging to the Queen at the landing-place called Queen's Hithe." 14 Hen. III., ^^0, 
John IVavers, Alderman of London, was ordered to pay in to the King's Exchequer the sum of iv*^ xvj', the tallage (excise) for his ward ; and again in 
19 Hen. III., 1235 ^. The latest note in our possession relating to him, and which probably points to the date of his death, occurs on the Pipe Roll of 
27 Hen. III., 1242-3, (m. 11,) where he is credited as having paid into the Exchequer xlvii", the hulf-year's tux on his ward. He lived and died in London, 
probably leaving a widow, Joane, and an eldest son, Thomas Travers, between whom he divided his property within the city, as would appear by their 
wills, proved in the Hustings Court, Guildhall, at Michaelmas, 44 Hen. III., 1260, of which we give a rough translation : — 

" In the 44th year of the reign of King Henry the Third, William son of Richard being Mayor, John of Northampton and Richard Ficard Sheriffs, 
and Thomas de Wymbume Chamberkin of the city of London, on the Monday next after the feast of St. Michael, the will of Thomas Travers was proved 
in the Guildhall, London, before the aforesaid ma>or, aldermen, and other citizens then present on account of the assizes of the said city. In which will 
it was contained that the said Thomas Travers did bequeath to Geoffrey of Winchester all his land in Bercheveres (now Birchin) Lane ; also to the said 
Geoffrey and his heirs two shops with their appurtenances in the parish of St. Michael ad Bladum ; also he willed that his houses in Cornhill should be 
sold, and the proceeds applied towards the payment of his debts and funeral expenses, the residue, if any, to be at the disposal of his executors, to wit, 
Geoffrey of Winchester, Martin priest of the church of St. Martin Horger (Orgar), and Walter de Glovemia. On the same day Roger son of Roger 
disputed this will for Stephen Bukerel and Julian of Durham, declaring that the said Thomas Travers had no power to bequeath certain tenements 
mentioned in the will, and asking for time and place for their cause to be heard." 

"On the same day in the said year (44 Hen. III.) came John de Bloxham, Clerk, John of Northampton, and Stephen Aswy, executors of the will 
of Joane Travers, and sought to prove the will of the said Joane, by Peter le Wynd and Richard de Kingeston, the witnesses, who being sworn and 
examined, declared that they were present when the said Joane made her will in these words : * I bequeath the house which John de Vans occupies, with

the qnay and all its appurtenances, and the rent coming from the said honse, and the little shop adjoining, together with the shop which William Tire! 
holds, and the house, with its rent, which John Wade holds of me, for the finding of a priest to pray for the souls of my father and mother and of all the 
faithful departed, wheresoever my executors shall see fit : or the stud rents sliaU he sold, and the proceeds applied towards the sustenance of as many 
priests as the money will allow of for two or three years ; or for the making a quit rent, to arise from the said tenements, which shall perpetually sustain 
one priest to pray for my soul ; and this at the choice of my executors. Also, I bequeath my great stone hall, and the little hall, and the two cellsrs which 
are called ' Helle/ together with the quay and its appurt«'nances in the parish of St. James in the Yintry, in an alley which is called Fatteslane (? Faith's 
Lane), to be sold for the payment of my dehts and funeral expenses if it rhall he necessary. Also, I bequeath the whole of my rmts within the city of 
London, if needful, for the finding of a priest to pray for my soul, until the rents of the said John de Yaus, John Wade, and William Tirel, shall have 
entirely repaid the deht I owe to them. Also I hequeath to John de Bloxham, my clerk, three shops with their appurtenances in the parish of St. Michael 
ad Bladum, to him and his heirs for ever. Also 1 bequt-ath to the same John and his heirs and assigns for ever an annual rfut of xxxj" iiij<*. issuing out 
the tenement which William Hewe holds of me in the parish of All Saints, * Bredstrete.' Also I h^uetith to Roger Cooke for the term of his life, the 
lietter shop in the parish of All Saints adjoining my stone hall. Also I bequeath to Dionize, the daughter of Stephen Aswy, an annual rent of xl" tor the 
term of her life, to he received out of my said stone hall in the same parish. Also I bequeath to William Yiei for the term of his life an annual rent of 
one mark, issuing out of the said stone hall. And I will that the said Dionize, daughter of Stephen Aswy, Roger C'loke, and WilliHm Yiel, on account of 
their portion, shall keep my houses in good repair. Also I heqneath to Matilda, my handmaid, for the term of her lite, the house which Robert Oygnoun 
occupies in the parish of St. James aforesaid, ou condition that she shall keep it in repair, and this shall he seen to by my heirs and executors/ And the 
will was proclaimed; and then came Stephen Aswy and Imhel his wife, and objected t<> a clause in the said will, and declared that certain tenements 
therein bequeathed were of right the heritage of the said Isabel K" From which one would infer that Isabel, wife of Stephen Aswy, was the daughter of 
John Travers the Sheriff, by Joane his wife, and inherited the disputed tenements under the will of her father. It would appear from the will of Thomas 
Tcavers that he died without issue ; but what became of the Sherifi^s other son, Nicholas Travers, we are anxious to discover, for there would seem to he 
a possibility of our identifying him with his Buckinghamshire contemporary, Kigel or Nicholas Travers of BrehulL

On the 17tli Nov^ 1466, one Christoplier TniTen, of Doscnster^ gentleman, being in London, and "knowing himielf to be in imminent danger of 
death," made his last will and tesUment in the pn sence of bis brother, Bryan TniTers, and *' John Travers, of London." Neither of these were leitateei 
under his will, the bulk of his personal property beinK left to bis MiFe, (Katherine, dan. of William Barbonr, of Doncaster,) his brother Edmnnd TrsTers, 
and his serrant, John Waleng, or Wolding. He died, and was bnried in "the Cathedral Churoh of St. Paul of London." From his brother Bryan we 
believe to have descended the families of 'Fravers of Pille, co. Devon, and the Travers's Merchant-Tidlors of liOndon, (both of whom bore the same arms) ; 
the former through a son, whose Christimn name is uncertain, the latter through a second son, " John Travers, of London." And this John Travers we 
identify with one " John Treves, citizen and Lorimer of London," who, dying in the year 1496, leffc a widow, Agnes, Richard Travers his son and heir, and 
other children. In his will, dated 8 June, 1495, and proved in London, he shews himMlf to have been a parishioner of "St. Benede in flynke," (a church 
which stood on a portion of tbe site of the present Royal Exchange,) by desiring to be buried there, and by bequeathing to that church certain sums of 
monev in lieu of " tithes forgotten." 

RiCHABD Tbatvbs, his son and heir, occupies the first place in our pedigree. He was bom at <* Haydeston," a drcumstanee that may perhaps be ex- 
plained by his father having taken to wife one of the fair maids of Rent; but at an early age he must have been Hpprentieed in London, for he had 
obtained bis freedom, and was regularly incorporated a member of tbe Merohant-Tailors' Company, soon after the year 1500. He settled near to the 
spot wliero his father died, in a house abutting on the north pavement of Cornhill, at tbe comer of the old Swan Alley, having a large (rarden at the 
back, which, together with several small hou»es forming part and parcel of one property, stretched towards the graveyard of St. Benet Fink. Here he 
lived until his death in 1540, although be would appear to have intended ending his days in the place of his birth, for at Whitsuntide, 1519, we find 
him purchasing " a house, garden, and orohartt, with their appurtenances," at Maidstone, of one Hugh Nayler, gentleman, and Florence his wife, for the 
sum of xl"." Jt does not now alwayi follow that tlie name of our Company indicates one's personal trade or profetusion, but at this enrly date we think 
it did, and that the Travers's, Merchant-Tailors, were bond fide merchants dealing in cloths, silks, velvets, lace, and all other the requiroments for the 
dothing of a gentleman of the period. Among the records of tbe Common Pleas romain some quaint documents relating to a suit that was tried in 
Trinity Term of 6 Hen. VIII., 1514-16, when one Humphry Leukenour, late of Leigh, in the county of Kent, gentleman, "was ordered to shew cause 
why h« had negl cted to pay a debt of x" that had long been owing by him to one Richard Travers, citizen and Merchant-Tailor of London." The 
defendant proved by his attorney that be had managed to pay, on a( count, the sum of xxxiij* ii^S and " Intended in time to liquidate the remainder "." 
Richard lYavers lett a widow, Alice, (who survived until about 156B,) and several children. At the time of hii decease one only of bis father's other 
children appeMrs to have been living, vis. his "sister, Mr. Freeman's wife,*' to whom he bequeathed a diamond ring, and who, doubtless, was mother to one 
John Freeman, living in Cornhill, as a tenant of bis cousin John Travers, in 1569. Richard Travers left certain sums of money to the poor of many of 
tbe citv parishes, — " iiij new torches to the ptirish church of Allhallows, Maydekton, where he was born," — and made proviMon tor priests to ting for his 
soul " iu the church of St. Michael the Archangel npon Cornhill." 

JoHK Tbatxvb, his eldest son, entered the Company of Merohant-Tailors, and continued his father's business in Cornhill. About 1543-4 he married 
a daughter of Anthony Wayte, Esq., of Loudon, by wh^m he had issue John Travtrs, his son and heir, and three daughters, — ^perhaps four, for it is un- 
certain whether his daughter Alice, wife of Otwell Gleidell, was by his first or second marriage. His wife dying in or about 1550, he married, secondly, 
within a year or two, Epzabeth, daughter of John Worsopp, merchant, of London, by whom he had issue four sons and several dHUghteis, whose names 
appear on the pvdigpree. Immediately alter this second marriage he commenced purehasing landed property in and near London. On the 18th Feb., 
1558, be bought of John Cooke, of London, gentleman, a farm called "Coppid Hall," in the parish of Dagenham, Essex ^ to which iu 1558 he added 
a field or two belonging to William Harvey, Squire, Clarencieux King of Arms'. By indenturo of 4 July. 7 Edw. VI., 1553, he completed the pnrohase 
of tbe manor of Aldersbroke, with the mansion and estate attached, of Tliomas Addington, of London, gei tleman, to whose mother, Katherine Addington, 
widow, it had been granted by King Henry VIII., on 26 Apr., 1544^. Morant, in bis Hist, of Essex, says, "Aldersbroke is a little manor in the parinh 
of Little llford, Hundred of Becontree, co. Essex, named pro* ably fVom the alder trees that grow there in great abundance. The mansion-house stands 
low, on tbe right side of the road from llford to London." On 7 May, 2 Elia., 1560, he joined hit wife, Elizabeth, in the purchase of a farm at Horse- 
monden, in Kei<t, consisting of certMin lands bearing the euphonious names of "Northsheete, Longey, Mydle, SHlroons, Pigbtell (P pig-tail), and Shar- 
meade," which belonged to one "John M>nge, of Goodhurste, Kent, bou and heir of Henry Mynge, of Horxemonden, decea-edV Two years Inter be 
bought of Benet Mynge, of Giodhurst, his portion of " certain parcels of land called Colbeck, situate npon the deune called Peltrowche, in the lordship of 
Puileus, parish of Horiiemonden, co. Kent*." His cnnnectiou with the M\nge tamily ended with the purchane of a house aud promises in Bucklersbury, 
Lonilou, of "Alexander Mynge, of Dover*." These estates (at Homemonden and in London) are not mentioned in the will of John Travers, nor in that 
of his widow. They wero settled, in bis lifetime, upon his wife Elizabeth and her heirs, and after her decease appear to have become a bone of contention 
between the eldest sons of the two marriages, but eventually became the property of James Travera. 

In 1565 Sir lliomas Gresham and his ftUow-citizens of Londou determined to erect a Bme", the general design of which (by a Flemish architect) was 
not unlike the Burse at Antwerp. Tbey found that it would occupy a considerable area, and the great difficulty seemed to be whero to obtain ground 
fur it The general vtnoe said Lombard-street, on a spot to which the merohants, both English and foreign, had become accustomed from long usage; 
but finding it impossible thera to obtain the requisite space, a site was chosen on the north side of Cornhill, bounded on the east by Swan Alley and the 
churchyard of St. Benet Fink*. To clear this site it became iiecei<sary to buy up thirty-eig|it houses, a storehouse, and two gardens. These houses, of 
which many wero mere cottages, wero inhabited chiefly by cloth«^orkers and drapers. The storehouse, one of llie gardens, and thirteen of the bouses 
belonged to the Dean and Cbapter of Canterbury, and the others, for the most part, to members of the Merchant-Tailors' Contpany, of whom tbe Bune 
committee urKCntly sought every pOMible assistance towards their acquisition. As owner of the second garden and many of the houses in Swan Alley, 
foremost among others came John Travers, and conveyed over to the committee part of his garden and six of bis houses, a tact referroil to in bis will some 
four 3 ears later as follows: " I have sold six of the snid tenements, parcel of the premises in the Alley aforesaid, which wero taken in for the making of 
a certeyn monument now called the Borsse, now erected thereabouts;" and in the place of those unsold "and all other voide grounds adjoining, I have 
made, erected, and bnildeii one capital mansion house, wherain I doe now myielfe inhabite and dwell." At Chrintmas, 1565, warning was given to the 
inhabitants of the houses which it was proposed to remove, to vacate their dwellings before the 25th March ensuing; and the foundation-stone of the new 
building was laid by Sir 'Ihomas Gresham himself, on 7 June, 1566. 'Ihe Burte was completed and first used by tbe merchants on 22 Dec, 1568, but it 
remmnedto be formally opened by Queen Elizabeth in person, Jan. 23, 1571. "The Queen's Mijesty," »ayB Stow, "attended with her nobility, came from 
her house at the Strande. called Somerset House, and entered the citie by Temple-Bar, throogh Fleete-streete, Cheap, and so by ihe north side of tbe 
Burse, to Sur Thomas Gresham's in Bishopagate-streete, whero she dined. After dinner, her Majestic returning through Cornhill, entered the Burse on 
the south side; and after that she had vieweil every part thereof above the ground, especially tbe pawiiC*, which was richly furnished with all sorts of

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Nearly a year before this formal opening of tbe Boree, on the 19 Feb., 1569« (O. S.*,) John Trovers died, having made bis will on the previoos 24th 
Jannary. This will, of prodigions length, is preserved at the Principal Registry, Doctors' Commons; a brief abstract of which, as it gives perhaps better 
than any existing document a peep at his character, may be found rateresting : — * * 

" John Tnvys, CStezen and Merchannt-Tailor of London," by his will dated 24 Jan., 1569, bequeaths " To the Hospitall of the pore children called 
Chiistes Hospitall iii" in redy money." — " To every prison in the Citty of London vi* vi^' among the pore prisoners." — *' To tbe good wife Bruer dwelling 
in Sordiche parishe iv"," to be paid to her within eight weeks of bis decease, " in the steade of suche benevolence and aide" as be " was wonte to give her 
in his life tyme." — To Annys, Johan, John, and Elimbetb, his children by his first wife, to each 1'^ on their attaining tbe age of twenty-one years. — To 
each of them aJso zx" bequeathed to them by his mother, their grandmother.— To James, Susan, Thomas, Edmond, William, Lettice, and Margaret, his 
children by his present wife, to each 1". — Leaves to his wife Elizabeth the guardianship and edacation of his children, exhorting her to consider them all 
as her own, as hitherto she hath done, and see them well bronght up; his "sonnes at convenient yeres to be bounden apprentices, or some of them to 

Sroceade in their learning as Qod shall put in her inynde." — To his good mother-in-law, "M^* Wayte vridow, a black gowne." — To his brother-in-law, 
[' Thontas Blanck, and his wife, his sister Farrande, M'*" Altham his late brother's wife, his brother-in-law M' Coxe, D^ Forde, his son-in-law Otwell 
Qleidell and his wife, and his daughten Anne and Johan, to each a "black gowne of xv* the yard." — To his brothers-in-law Edward and John Worsop, 
his 'cosen' Thomas Farrande, and several friends, to each "a ringe of golde of the value of fortie shillings besides the fasshion." — To "six pore men six 
gownes at v* the yard." — To his cosen, Thomas Perry, then at Barwick, iv**. — ^To his wife Elizabeth the residue of his goods, &c., and she to be sule 
executrix. And forasmuch as by great losses of late years his stock of goods had been much reduced, so that after paying his legacies his wife's portion 
would be but small, he bequeaths to her his house, lands, woods, &c., in the parish of Clapbam, Surrey ; his house in Comhill, in the tenure of Juhn Free- 
man; bis mansion-house and garden in Swan Alley, Comhill; and bis house and premises in Bell Alley with'>ut BisbopsgHte. To bis wife alsn, for her 
life, "a messuage and tenement, lying in tbe parishe of St. Christofen, in the strete of Comebill," which had been bequeathed to him by "M"* Margaret 
Parsons, late of London, widowe," and after his wife's decease the same to his son, Edmond Travers, and his heira for ever. — Lastly, he bequeuths to 
"John Tnvys, his sonne and hdre," his manor of Aldersbroke, and all his lands and tenements in the parishes of Ilford and Wanstead, co. Essex. — 
Witnesses, " John Troves, Thomas Farrand, George Dale, and Richard Brayfeylde."— Probate gronted 21 April, 1570. 

Elizabeth, second wife and widow of John Traven, survived her husband about two years. By her will, dated 20 Dec, 1571, and proved in London 
on tbe 8th January following, she bequeaths to her sons, Edmund and Thomas Trovers, her mansion-house in the parish of St. Michaell, Cornbill, — to 
William, her youngest son, her house and garden "within the B«ll Alley without Bishopsgate," — personal gifts to all her children, friends, and servants, 
— and appoints her brother-in-law, Mr. Thomas BUncke, her sole executor. 

Of the descendants of JoHV Tsatbiui, Msrchaht-Tailob, beyond what has been given in tbe pedigree, but little remuns to be added. Johk, his 
son and heir, succeeding to the Aldersbroke estate upon coming ot ago, sold it on the 20th May, 1578, to Henry Earl of Pembroke, who soon afterwards 
conveyed it to one Nicholas Fuller*. On the 8th Oct., 1574, he bought of his brother-in-law, Otwell Gleidell, citizen and grocer of London, a forty years' 
lease of Chichester Hall, with a com windmill and certain closes of land in the parish of Rawreth, co. Essex, which bad been conveyed to Otwell Gleidell 
by one John Stamer, in Nov., 1573^. The remainder of this lease be appean to have sold in 1591, to Nicholas BamesbyeS but what became of him 
afterwards we cannot say. He may, possibly, be identified with one John Traves, who died about 1604, (leaving a widow, Anne Travers, and four chil- 
dren, John, Thomas, and Margaret TVavers, and Anne, wife of Henry Lacy, gentleman,) to whose place of residence no clue is given by his will, other 
than may appear in many references to certain monetary transactions which had taken place between him and " Sir George Carye, Knight, late Lord 
Deputy and Treasurer of Ireland." 

Jauhs Tbayzhb, second son, probably commenced business in his own premises in Bocklersbury, London, which he sold some thirty yeara later 
(1 April, 1608) to Thomas Fennens and othen'. His eldest son, Richard Travers, married Mary, daughter of Alderman Thomas Rowe, Merchant-Tailor, 
who was a son of John Rowe, Gent., of Kirton, co. Devon. Mary Rowe had previously married Thomas Darell, of London, Gent., by whom she had issue 
a son, Thomas Darell, who inherited from his uncle, John Roe, in 1658, his estate of Trewornan, Cornwall. Alderman Rowe was a great friend (perhaps 
a relative) of Sir Thomas Gresbam, and materially assisted him in his design for establishing a new Exchange. The last of this line entert'd on the 
pedigree, " Henry Travers, viv. 1694»" was probably the author of certain " Poems and translations, by the late rev. Mr. Henry Travers," advertised or 
reviewed in the " Gentleman's Magazine" for 1781 ; and may, perhaps, have been the individnal who figures so conspicuously in the church registen of 
St. Stephen's, Walbrook, where tbe name of Travels is said to occur but once from their commencement to the year 1800 : — " 1697, Aug. 12, Henry 
Travers of St. Bride's, and Mary Holmes of Richmond, in the county of Surrey, married by license." 

Edkukd 1^a.vsb8, third son of John, the Merchant-Tailor, with Susanna his wife, conveyed to William Row, of Barley, co. Hertford, Gent., on 
28 Oct., 1616, the half of a certain garden-plot in Blackfriars*. In this conveyance he is styled " Edmund Travis, Citizen and Haberdasher of London," 
but in bis will, dated 26 March, 1636, *' Edmund Traves, of London, Merchant'." He bequeathed to Richard Travers, bis only son, " two freehold 
messuages, &c., situate in the parish of St. Michael, Cornbill, one in the occupation of John Atwood, Citizen and Skinner, the other in that of John 
Skotowe, Merchant ;" together with a share in his copyhold estate at Tottenham. Richard '1 ravers came of age about 1 May, 1640, and immediately 
leaned bis property to one Vivian Meade, for thirty*one years, to commence in 1651, on the expiration of a previous lease granted to John Atwood by bis 
father. In 1646 he was accused of being in arms against tbe Parliament, and his estate placed under sequestration. Whereupon he surrendered himself 
to the committee of examination, took the negative oath and the national covenant before " Willium Barton minister of John Zacharies, the 14th April, 
1646,"— compounded, and submitted to a fine of one-sixth of tbe value of his estate, amounting to dix" xv*, and paid that sum on the 14th May follow- 
ing. In 1650 he was again in danger of sequestration through the malice of one John Rolfe, scrivener, bis tenant, who being foiled in an attempt to 
obtain his bouse at a merely nominal rent, gave information to tbe parliamentary committee that it was of considerably greater annual value than bad 
been charged in tbe first sequestration. We gather from the papen relating to this affair, that Alderman Detbick, his brother-in-law, anxious to keep 
the property in the family, had bought up tbe lease granted by Richard l^ven to Vivian Meade in 1640, and that, mnrr^ing in Jan., 1650, Richard 
Travers had with cccxx'^ of his wife's portion re-purchased the same. These f apen are silent as to how he fared through this second trouble, and we are 
equally ignorant as to the trade or profession be chose, his family, if any, and the time and place of his death. In the natural order of things he would 
have lived on until 1680, or later still, but his city property would have b« en swept away in 1666 by tbe Great Fire of London. 

Having written thus far, we have received (Feb., 1864) an extract from the Coram Rege Roll, Easter Term, 14 Hen.* VIII. (m. 23), relative to 
a plaint of one Henry Roberts of Staplehunt, co. Kent, who sued Richard Travers, citizen and merchant-tailor of London, for having on 4th Feb., 
12 Htrn. VIII., 1521, trespassed on his lands at Staplehurst, and damaged certain growing crops to the extent of one hundred shillings. Richard 
Traven replied, by his attorney, asserting bis right to do as be bad done, and the cause was orden-d to stand over for trial until tbe Trinity Term 
ensuing. On referring to " Traven of (Chaldon) Surrey," it will be seen that Christopher Travers, of Chaldon, by his will, executed in the palace at 
Canterbury on 31 May, 1520, among numerous other bequests left to Thomas Traven, his eldest son, bis lands at Staplehunt, Kent. From tbe presence 
of Richard Traven in this same small village scarcely nine months subsequent to the date of this will, and from tbe peculiar circumstances in which he 
was placed, we are naturally led to think that the lands bequeathed and the scene of the trespass were one and the same, — ^that Richard Traven of London

and Chrittopber Trayen of Chaldon were near relatives, — and that the former in 1621 was simply assisting the heir in obtaining possession of his 
estate, being opposed in so doing by a refractory tenant, or •occupier. The qoestion sdmits of a satisfactory solution, providing the record of the after 
trial with the evidence pro and eoji then produced has been preserved ; and it is posrible we may have more to say about it under '* Surrey." Meanwhile 
we are anuous to pat on record even so small a matter, in order that we may not lose a chance link of connection between two branches of the family 
hitherto held to be distinct; more especially as descendants of both of them may, eventually, be found to be living at the present day. 

We have now given a brief rSmmS of the whole of our memoranda relating to this family, and it only remains for us to point to a few as yet 
unexplored sources of information, in the hope that some kind friend, with better opportunities of access to them, may be induced to take up the thread 
of our narrative and continue it down to a later period. We would simply suggest to that friend, whoever he may be, when coming upon any mention 
of the name not to pass over the slightest matters of detail with which it may be surrounded, — to jot down names of men and of places, and all events 
alluded to, — together with tenures of land when stated, and the thousand-and-one other little facts of constant occurrence in such searches from which 
the slightest inference may be drawn. For often, in genealogical pursuits, an apparently insignifieant item proves itself, in the end, to be the strongest 
link in our chain of evidence. The storehouses at present unopened from which much may be expected to accrue capable of illustrating the later history 
of this family are : — the church registers and books of accounts of the parishes of St. Michael, Comhill, and St. Benet Fink; the various registers of the 
Merchant-Tailors' Company; the school-lists of Merchant-Tailors' school; the wills and administration books of the diocese of Rochester, (now in course 
of removiil to the Principal Registry,) commencing in the year 1440, and the like testamentary records for the diocese of Canterbury, beginning in 1396, 
which have already found their final resting-pkce in the District Court of Probate, Canterbury. In this latter repository may, perhaps, likewise be found 
the will of one " Richard Travers of Nateby, Esqayre, sumetyraes a Capt. under kinge Henr. the seventh's banner," who was buried towards the close 
of that king's reigu " in the north He of the mynster at Canterbury."

Edmtnd Tbatebs mentions his "welbeloved cosen Christopher Travers," who is also a witness to his will, 6 Dec., 1631. In wills of this date the 
term 'cousin' is invariably meant to imply 'nephew;' those whom we call cousins being then only ' kinsmen.' Christopher TraTexs, therefore, was son 
of a brother of Edmund Travers, and may also have been a native of Chipping Norton, Oxon. 

Henbt Tbatebs bequeaths certain sums of money "to the poor of Chipping Norton where he was bom," and "to the OTcrseers of St. Sepulchro's 
where he then dwelt." He desires that after his decease " his body may bee carried to Pancras Church in the Feilde, priTately and without any solemnity, 
and there laid in his father's grave at the lower end of the same church." His will, written by himself many years beforo bis decease, bears his own signa- 
ture but is destitute of witnesses, in consequence of which the probate was not granted until two of his personal friends had sworn to the genuineness of 
the handwriting. Burke, in his "Landed Gentry," says, "The rev. Miles Bame, Rector of Bishops-Boume-com-Barham (Kent), who died in 1670, 
married Jane, daughter of Travis or Travers, Esq., of Chipping Norton, oo. Oxon."

The second of the 
name made hia will on 11th Nov., 1680, which waa proved in London hy Mary Travers, hia widow, (siater to one Nathan Francis,) on 2 Dec. following. 
He left two children, Bryan and Mary Travera, hoth under age at the time of his deceas«*, and oommitted them to the guardiannbip of *' Mr. John Jewcar 
and Mr. Edward Jones." Dying somewhat wealthy, he divided the whole of his property (with the exception of a few legacies to personal friends) 
between his wife and children, with remainder (should they die witliont issue) to Nathan, John, and Samuel, sons of his brother-in-law Nathan Francii*. 

Savage, in his '* Genealogical Dictionary of New England V speaks of Daniel Travers, of Boston, as a person of some importance. The latter portion 
of his life appears to have l»^en spent in ease, if not in affluence; while for valuable services rendered in his younger days, he was awarded, on May 1, 
1680, an annual pension amounring to a considerable ram. A still earlier colonist was one Henry Travers, who left London in the ship *'Mary and John" 
in 1634. He settled at Newbury, New England, and married within a year or two of his arrival the daughter of one of the first settlers, Bridget by 
name, by whom he had issue a »on, James, and two daugiiters, Elizabeth and Sarah Travers. James Travers settled at Gloucester. New England, at d 
married, on 18th Apr., 1667, Mercy, daughter of Jol)n Pierce, who gave birth to a daughter EHzabtth on the 8 Feb., 1668. Elizabeth Travers married 
one Anthony Berry, and Sarah Travers on 80 Aug., 1654, became the wife of Nicholas Wallington or Walliitgford. Henry Travers of Newbury died 
before 1659, for on the 80th March in that year his widow whs married to Richard Window, of Gloucester, New England. James Travers was hvinff at 
Brookfield, New Enghind, 1672-5. One Samuel Travers, of Boston, is mentioned as a member of Mather's Church 1670-1 ; and there was also a Richard 
Travers of the same city, who emigrated from England about the year 1660, having previously married Grace, daughter of Francis Clements, Esq., 
of Glastonbury, Somerset. 

RiCHABDS Tbaybbsb, of Broad-strect, XiOndon, by will, dated 6 June, 1592, and proved in London 27 July following, gave to hia two aistera 
'* Awdrey and Dorothie thirtie pounile in reddie money equallie to be divided betwine them." To his "brother James the deske in the studie benetlie, 
the money and all that is in yt, excepte the bondes and all other writinges theare in." To his brother Thomas *«the four boxes in iny cheste, in my 
lienge chamber, with all my linnen in the cheste and in the boxes." To bis brother Edward "my cheste with certaine remnants of ciothe and other 
things in yt, standinge in the little warehouse at the house in Broad Streete," together with "a drie fatt with ropes and such lumber, a box with old 
iron in it, and one highe ioined stoole of wainescott." To his brother James "the bedstead in the warehouse with certaine pile boords." And he con* 
dudes, " my will and meaninge is that my brother James shall discharire and paie to ... . Mosley of Comewall Streets, draper, the somm of tenn 
shillinges, w'^ is all that I owe : Item, what bondes, biiles, accomptes, debtes or other duties I hiive or by auie meanes oughte for to have, 1 leave to be 
ordered, receaved and recovered by Mr. Pierson and Mr. Tighte, whome I make my Exequutors, praienge them accordinge as my will is that (my funeralle 
discliarged and all other legacies paide) my mother maie have the overplus : and they twoe my exequutors to have cache five pounde a peece for theire 
paines and care. I forgive to Dennis the money sho owcthe me, and 1 give her a remnante of clothe in Neddes cheste of the color of her cassocke. 
Item, to Mother Percivall twentie shillinges for her paines in my sicknes. — Witnesses are thease — John Luesse ^ — Will'm Dermer, junior — the mark 
-{- of Margaret Smithe." It ia singular that although testator mentiona so many relatives and friends, we have, as yet, been unable to identify him 
with any London family. He was apparently a young unmarried man, struck down by a lingering illness soon after commencing business aa a draper or 
clothier in the city. There is every appearance, too, of his brothers being citizens, and at first sight one would think there could be no difficulty in 
tracing them. We can only surmise that he was a son of some undiscovered member of the Merchant-Tailor family.

Of these individuals, 
save one, we know nothing for certain, but that one "Mr. Travis at y* i^ pigeons" was William Travers of Watling-street, citizen of London and member 
of the Grocers' Company. He was a younger sim of John Travers, of Brondway, co. Worcester, and brother to Matthew Travers, "citizen and Salter 
of London," who died in 1680. William levers died extremely wealthy in 1664, in which year his will was proved at the Prerogative Court. For an 
account of him, his fiimily, and collateral relatives, see " Travers of Worcester." 

The will of one Robert Milboume, " citizen and Stationer of the city of London," dated 29 Dec., 1642, and proved 4 Feb., 1642 (O. S.), was drawn 
np by " Henry Trauers, Scrivener," whose name appears among the witnesses.— By her will (nuncupative) dated "on or about y* 12 Oct., 1654»" and 
proved in London on 31st of the same month, "Mary Travers, of the parish of Saint Giles in the Fields, in the &»unty of Middlesex, Mayden," bequeathed 
the whole of her property to her "oosin," James Bellew.— William Travis, of St. Martin's in the Fiflds, by will dated 26 Apr., 1657, letl the whole of hia 
effects to his friend " Master Gaye, desiring him to have a care of his boy and to keep him to school."— Ou the 26th July, 1659, a commission was issued 
to Joane or Johanna Crane, alias Travers, then wife of Richard Crane, to administer the estate of her late husband, Thomas Travers, of the parish of 
St. Botolph without AldKate, London ".—A similar commission was issued 24 Nov., 1669, " to Anne, daughter of Richard TrMves, deceased, hite of the 
parish of St. Andrew, Holbourne." — ** Richard Travers, senior. Citizen and Glassmaker of London," by will dated 18 Dec, 1677, and proved on the 4th 
Jan. following, bequeathed to Sarah his wife an annuity of xxx^ per annum, charged on the rents and profits arisin^r from his farm called "Castles Farm," 
in the parish of Haverhill, co. Suffolk, which he gave to his son Richard Travera and his heirs by Elizabeth his wife. To his daughter Anne and her 
husband, Alexander Reude, his copyhold lands at Saffron Walden, in the county of Essex, called The Beares, To his Krandson, Richard Reade, when of 
age, a hundred pounds. To his son-in-law, Thomas Crispe, a hundred pounds, and to each of his children, Thomas, Richard, Mary, and Sarah Crispe, ten 
pounds. To his brother-in-law, Henry Penney, v^^, to hia maid-servant, Elizabeth Taylor, fifty pounds, and the residue to his son-in-law, Alexander 
Rettde. His "loveinge freend Peter Thompson" is appointed overseer.— Joseph Travers, citizen and Salter of London, dying in 1680, desired to be buried 
in the parish of St. Austine, and bequeathed to his brother Thomas Travers his wearing apparel, to his " brother Warwick and his wife twelve pence 
CMch," and the residue of hia estate to his "d^arlie beloved wife Barbara Travers." His will, dated 15 Jan., 1680, was proved on 1 Feb., the witnesses 
being "Mary Wright, Elizabeth Ri>den, Abigail Barefoote, and Jo. Husst-y." Barbara Travers survived until 1708, and dying in that year was buried 
" in St. Anstines, at the top of the centre aisle." She left her property between her " brother Skinner, M'«* Brown, M'*' Bromfteld. and her cousins 
Francis Robinson and Jane Julius."— William Trevis, of Westminster, Gentleman, by will dated 16 Sept., 1665, and proved 21 June, 1683, bequeathe to 
Elizabeth Smith, his wife's daughter by Nicholas Smith, her late husband, 1". To his sister Hobby zx", and her husbnnd, Philip Hobby, x^ To his 
danghter-in-law (Pstep^ughter) Elizabeth Chappel, on coming of age, zl^^. To the poor of Easthford, oo. York, where he was born, v". To his wife

On his wife'n decease these properties to he divided hetween 
Rohert Emsell and Frances hrs wife (late Fritnces Trevis), and his several brothers, all of them sons of John Emsell aforesaid. To each of his daughter 
Edith's two children by Henry Catbel her husband, z*^ Names his wife ezecutrix and residuary legatee, and appoints as overseers his approved good 
friends. Sir William Oreene, Bart., Tbomns Robinson, E«q., and Mr, Edward Martyn. 

RiCHABD Thatsis, a native of London, went out to Antigua and settled there as a planter, probably subsequent to the disastrous invasion of that 
island by the French in 1666. Returning to England, he died in London in the spring of 1695. By his will, dated 5 Mar., 1694 (O. S.), and proved 
24 Apr., 1695, after bequeathing certain laDd«*d estates to Sarah his wife absolutely, he leaves to her for life all his real estate at Antigua, which on 
her decease is to rewrt to one Nathaniel Gale, sen., and at bis death to fall to the heirs and assigns of said Sarah Traveis. But NathMuiel Qnle is 
to inherit his life tenancy solely on condition that " he shall not embf zzle or make sale of tho negro slaves or their utensils." To John, Joseph, and 
Nathaniel, sons of Nathaniel Gale aforesaid, by his second wife Anne [Travers], '* tenn thousand pounds of muscavado sugar |i peice, which summes" he 
orders '*to be paid and delivered." To his friends Mr. Robert Amory, Mr. Thomas Botely and his wifu Elizabeth, "to each a guinea mourning ring." 
To his brother James Travels, and the rest of his relations, " one shilling each if they shall demand it." The form in which the name is here spelt at 
this date and in this locality was peculiar (iuterchangi ably with ' Travers*) to tho Merchant-Tailor family. The wife of Nathaniel Qale appears to have 
been testator's favourite sister, but we cannot account for the scant courtesy shewn to the rest of his relHtives. 

QxoBOK Tbayebb, of St. James-in-the- Fields, London, Gentleman, made his will on the 23rd June, 1691, which was proved in London by William 
Brewster, his executor, 2 Jan., 1700. He was npparently a bachelor, and the only relatives mentioned in his will were his brother John Savage, alia$ 
Travers, and his *' oousen*' (probably nephew) Samuel Trav< rs, of the Temple, lawyer, to each of whom he bequeathed the sum of five shillin^^s " to buy 
them a pair of gloves." The residue of his estate, both real and personal, especially a "parcell of land" which he had in Kent, he gave to his good friend 
Mr. William Brewster. 

JOHK Tbatbbs, oHat Satags^ appears to have got into difficulties through some transactions with the Jesuits, and to have lived for some years 
under the nsme of Savage. Of the exact circumstances of the case we are ignorant, but by the Patent Roll of 32 Car. IL ^, it appears that on the 
12th March In that year (1680) he had obtained an unconditional pardon from the king. He ditd in the spring of 1697, leaving his widow executrix 
of his will, the probate to which was granted on 20th July, 1697. As this will may probably contain matter by which he may be identified with some 
well-known fkmily of the name hereaf^r, we give it verbatim : — "In the Name of God, Amen. This Fifth day of September, Anno Dom. One thousand 
Six hundred ninety-two. And in the fourth Year of the Reign of King William and Queen Mary over England, &c, I, John Tbayebb al's Sataob, of 
Twickenham, in the County of Middlesex, Gentleman, being in the perfect possession and use of my internal fiiculties and senses, bnt indisposed by 
corporate infirmities. Do make and constitute this my Inst Will and Testament in manner and form following: Imprimis, I bequeath my Soul into the 
protection and custody of the omnipotent who created it, hoping that, through his infinite goodness and mercy, he will receive it into glory. As for my 
body 1 commit it to the Earth from whence it originally proceeded, to be decently buried according to the discretion of my Executrix (herein to be after- 
wards named). As for my temporall Estate, I will and appoint that my lawfull Debts be paid, as soon as conveniently they can. Item, I give and 
bequeath to my Dear Wife Elizabeth all that eight hundred pounds which I lent to Sir Robert Vyner, for which he gave me an assignment upon the 
King's Hereditary Excise, together with all the interest accrueing thereupon, whether now due, in arrea'r, or that shall hereafter become due. Item, 
I give and bequeath unto Elizabeth my Wife all those Four Houses situate upon Snow Hill, between Angell Court and Windmill Court, over against the 
Castle Taveme, for the residue of years grunted me by a Lease from Christ Church Hospitall, during her natnrall life; and after her decease 1 give the 
same Four houses to my Daughter Elizabeth till the end of the same Ijease. Item, I give and bequeath to my Wife Elizabeth all the right and interest 
that I have in the Monastery of Niewnham in Bedfordshire, though according to the Law of England the King hath a present right to Dispose of it. 
But my right was preceedent to the King's right, which Estate was unjustly extorted ftom me by an unjust Deo^e, as I have sufficiently made to appear, 
and so fell into the Hands of the Jesuits, by means whereof it was forfeited to the King; whereupon I procured an Inquisiciou out of the Exchequer and 
addicted it to the King's use. But, notwiUwtanding all this, I have an undoubted right to the money which I laid out upon it, which is nineteen hundred 
pounds, which in Justice cannot be Denyed me. Item, I give and bequeath to Elizabeth my Wife that House in Twickenham which is my present 
residence, with all the Gardens thereunto belonging, as also the Orchard which lyes between the Fordgate and tbe Thames ; and my Will and desire is, 
that the tenantable right be preserved how unreasonable soever the Fine be that is exacted of me. I also give unto Elizabeth my Wife all the household 
goods that are used with the bouse, as plate. Pewter, Brass, Iron, Beding, hangings, and all other utensills which shall be left at the time of my decease, 
to be possessed by her during her natnrall life. And after her Death I give the said House and Gardens and orchards to Elizabeth my daughter, together 
with all the plate, money, or other goods, that shall remain undisposed of by my Wife. Item, I give to my Wife Elizabeth my Mannor of Bansey, in 
Norfolke, whereof the possession was delivered unto Strangers, after I had peaceably enjoyed it some years, by the Tenant who was a Popish recusant ; 
and for which I have a suit depending in Chancery, and am confident that I [shall] have a Decree to invest me again in that estate, which I give to my 
Wife, and Desire her to sell the same, and with the purchase money to pay my Debts, and with the residue to purchase some Houses in London or else- 
where ; which my Will is she should enjoy during her natnrall life : and after her decease, I give the same to my daughter Elizabeth to be disposed of as 
she or her Guardian shall deem expedient. Item, I give to my said Wife Elizabeth all other my goods and chattells any other ways belonging to me at 
the time of my decease, and do hereby order, constitute and appoint the said Elizabeth my Wife to be the Sole Executrix of this my hist Will and Testa> 
ment. Item, my Will and desire is that my said Wife Elizabeth and my daughter Elizabeth do reassume my true name of Travers and relinquisli the 
name of Savage as soon as they conveniently can. All which I do hereby confirm with my hand and scale the d:iy and year above written. — John Tbayxbb 
al's Sataob. — Signed, Sealed, published and declared in tbe presence of Henary Benning — Geo. Perkins — Simon Lynch— John Lakin." 

On the 9th Nov., 1706, was proved the will of " Hbhbt Tbateis, late of the parish of St. Michael Bassishaw, London," by "ffisher Tench, armiger," 
and Samuel Thayer, Gent., the executors named in said will. In the list of charitable bequests to the poor, exhibited in the parish church of Bexley, 
Kent, is one by " Henry Traveis of London, for bread twice a year x"." Possibly the same individual 

Among the Births, Deaths, and Marriages noticed in the '* Gentleman's Magazine" from 1731 to 1787, occur the following :^Birik9, " 1769, Jnlv 
17, Lady of Daniel Trtvers, Esq., of a son and two daughters." DetUht. ** 1750, James Travers, Esq., of Bedford Row, London." (By will dated 80th 
March, 1706, and probably proved in London, James Travers, Gent., bequeathed to his son James Travers, then under age, his manors, lands, &c, in 
Tarvin, oo. Chester, and elsewhere. The Cheshire property was sold in 1719. At present we have failed to trace the subsequent history of the heir, bnt 
it is quite possible he may have been this James Travers, of Bedford Row, London.) — ** 1759, Dr. Travers, Prebendary of St. Patrick's, Dublin, and 
Rector of St. Paul's."— ** 1760, Dec, Jo. Trnvers, Esq., Merchant, Mincing Lane, London."— *« 1764, William Travers, Esq., Silk Merchant, at Hackney." 
— *'1765, Isaac Travers, Esk^., Justice for Surrey," and "Relict of Isaac Travers, Esq., at Newington." Marriages. «*1760, Edward Travers, Esq., 
of Lincohi's Inn, to Miss Wilson of Cavendish Square."— *« 1760, Peregrine Treves to Miss Pereira."— " 1766, Aug. 5, Rev. Mr. Travis, of Eastham« 
Cheshire, to Miss Springfellow, near Manchester." 

PBBSOBurB Tbbvxs was a merdinnt of Mindng-lane, London, a Venetian and a Jew by birth, but obtained a patent of naturalization on 18th Aug., 
1762 K " He was compelled to leave Venice, and came to England. Politics and religion were said to have been the cause. He kept, or rather began 
keeping, his honeymoon at an inn at Richmond, when he and his wife quarrelled so about a glass of water brought by the waiter, which he alleged to 
be cloudy, and his wife maintuned to be bright, that they immediately separated. Whether they ever came together again I know not. I had an old 
and near relation who knew him well, and, within the last ten years, I have been in society with a descendant of his, a widow lady, (with a very large 
income,) but by what wife I know not. IMvoroes of Jews were easy and exempt «."

The Rev. Mr. Travis of Ea&tham, Cheshire, was Geor^ Travis, M.A., a learned controversialist, Archdeacon of Chester, Ac., for an account of whom 
see Ormerod's " Cheshire," ii. p. 89.

In the revised list of warriors who embarked at Dites ^th William Duke of Normandy in 1066, for the invasion of England, as recently inscribed 
on a pillar of the church of Dives (at the request of a French ArohsBological Society) by pennisnion of the Bishop of Bayeux, appears the name of 
" Pierre de Valognes." This Norman soldier, deriving his surname from the canton and town of Valognes in the Manrhe, survived the battle of Hastings, 
and became possessed of manors and estates in England to a larg^ extent. He is the Peter de Valoines, or Vahmiis, of Domesday Book, and the founder of 
the priory of Binham, Norfolk, temp. Hen. I. By Albreda his wife he appears to have had a larg^ family, (one of his sons having been the father of 
Walter de Valognes above,) and his name lived in Norfolk through many generations*. From Tbeticbbs, a town in the department of Calvados, mid- 
way between Dives and Valognes, came the ancestors of Ralph Tbatebs ; and it is singular that to the present day the surname of Travers is common 
to that district. For at Valognes was born, on Slst Jan., 1802, Julien Gillea Travers, a celebrated French professor, poet, and archsBologist, the atill 
living author and editor of many valuable works. 

The charter by which Ralph Travers and bis wife gave their lands at Bemey to Binham Priory is partly transcribed in Dodsw. MS. 59, (f. 34^) ; it is 
without date, and, routirhly translated, runs thus: — "I Ralph Travers, at the frequent prayer and petition of the Lady Petronilla my wife, and I Fetro- 
nilla, wife of said Ralph and daughter of Gkofirey Tresgoz and Agnes his first wife, of my own free will, led only by an equal love and fear of God, of 
our lord Jhesu Christ and his blessed mother the Virgin Mary, have g^nted and confirmed to the church of the Blessed Mary of Binham and the 
convent of monks at thnt place, for the health of our souls and the souls of our ancestors, the half of the township called Berney, which Walter de 
Valognes gave us, and whidi in the time and in the presence of Geoffrey Tresgoz and Agnes his wife whs by a little rope divided and parted; these being 
the boon£ries, to wit from the east comer of the orchard," &c. By a later charter, still without date, Petronilla de Tresgoz, the widow of Ralph Travers, 
in her pure widowhood, gpranted to the church of Binham those ten acres of land which Ralph de Chilbet held of her in Berney. From the scantiness of 
materials at this early date, and partly on account of our attention having been drawn away and absorbed by the MS. records of more northern counties, 
we have been unable to trace down the ivsue, if any, of this marriage. But it is possible that one descendant may have been a certain Alan Travers, who 
nearly a century later, 62 Hen. III., 1268, was presented, with others, by Robert de Ferrers, keeper of the royal manors of Dnnton and Milham, in Nor- 
folk, for having vi et armie entered upon these manors and carried away a large amount of property, partly the King's, but the greater portion belonging 
to Robert de Ferrers himself*. The old willa at Norwidi, commencing as they do at a very early date, might possibly supply much of the history of this 
fiimily.

WiLLUK Tkatab, of Aldborough, co. Snfiblk, by his will dated 6 Nov., 1506, and proved in London, desired to be buried in " Alboro' church," and 
left to that church a sum of money for " tithes and offerings forgotten," together with a further sum — provision for a priest who should sing for his soul 
'* by the space of an hole yere." After leaving to Joane his wife idl his lands and tenements at Aldborough for life, be orders that at her decease the same 
shall be sold by the churchwardens, and the proceetis applied towards the services of the church. To his daughters Margaret, Joane, and Margery Travas, 
he bequeaths xx" each on their arriving at the age of eighteen years. To his friend Thomas Walters " xx*, a greene gowne and a cbamlett dowblett." To 
William Voine, or Vane, "xiy* iiij'^, and a gowne." Certain other bequests to religious communities, and appoints his wife Joane, and brother John 
Travas executors. 

JoHM Tbetibe, of Aldborough, died in 1520, leaving a widow, Margaret, and a son, "Rob Travise." In his will of 4 Feb., 1520, he leaves to the 
latter " a manfar of dep see netf w* a roope, and a nother of sperlinge netts redy to the see, and als->e a shippe bed w* a day sweyn and my grete boole," 
to be delivered to him at the age of eighteen. Like his brother, he bequeaths all his lands in Aldborough to his wife for life, and at her decease to the 
churchwardens, to be spent in an obit for the health of his soul and the souls of his *'good frends." 

WiLLiAic Tbatis, Esq., of East Bergholt, co. Suffolk, an eminent anrgeon, and for many years the only one in that neighbourhood, was bom about 
the year 1761. He married, eirc, 1785, Susan Hardy, who was bora in 1762, and died at East Bergholt in the fifty -fifth year of her age, on the 28th 
May, 1817. By her he had issue four sons, William Hardy, Thomas Hardy, James Hardy, and Fred. Hardy Travis. William Hurdv Travis, the eldest, 
was educated for a surgeon, and succeeded to his father's practice at East Bergholt, where he was living, a married man, in 1839. Thomas Hardy Travis,

born in 1788, entered the army, and died a Lieut, in the 5th Madras Kative Infantry, at CnUcat, in the East Indies, on 13 Aug., 1818. James Hardy 
Travis, bom in 1791, also entered the army at the tis;e of eighteen. He rose to the rank of Lieut, in the 18th Bengal Native Infantry, and after having 
served twelve years in the East Indies, died at sea npon his pnssago from Bombay to Europe, on hoard the ** Brailsford," East Indiaman, 26th Aug., 1821. 
" His health had been much impaired by a long continuance in the province of Cnttack during the Pindarree war, and his death was acoeleratMl by the 
sufferings he underwent nlong with the other passengers on board the ' Partridge,' East Indiaman, in her unfortunate voyage from Bengal to Bombay V 
Fred. Hardy Travis died an infant, 17 Nov., 1795, and was buried at East Bergholt. William Travis survived his wife for some years, and died on 
11 Aug., 1835, at the age of seveuty-foor. He was probably descended from one Thomas Travis, of Bury, oo. Suffolk, who voted at the general election 
for that county In 1702.

Of the early life of Walter Travers the goldsmith (see Pedigree^ p. 24) very little is known beyond the fact that he had commenced business in Notting- 
ham previous to the year 1543 ; preparatory to which he had, doubtless, served an apprenticeship varying from ten to twelve years, according to the 
custom of the day. But that he was not in the strict sense of the word a native of that town we are convinced, from the fact that during the five-and- 
thirty years of his residence at Nottingham, he alone, of his name, is entf-rcd upon the Subsidy Rolls, >%hich profess to give the names and rateable value 
0^' every inhabitant — the poor alone excepted. Had his parents lived there, their names or those of others of their children would surely have come to 
the surface, for they must have been, comparatively, a wealthy family. Had they been county gentry, or yeomen of some neighbouring village, their 
wills would still have spoken for them. But the result of a complete search through the repertories and registers of Nottingham wiUs^ ^om the 
earliest date down to the seventeenth century, is simply the production of one will, that of Walter Travers himself. 

We have a theory, amounting almost to conviction, that he was a son of Ricbard Travers, citizen and Merchant-Tailor of London, (see pp. 16 — ^19,) 
who died in or about 1540, and in whose will reference is made to his children collectively, without any mention of their respective Christian names. As 
will presently be shewn, one of the sons of the goldsmith, Walter Travers, B.D., the celebrated Puritan divine, during the latter half of his life met with 
constant kindness at the hands of his friends the Rev. Arthur Hildersham, M.A., of Ashby-de-la-Zouch, and Sir James Altham, Knt. This Sir James 
Altham was the third son of James Altham, Esq., Sheriff of London in 1557, and of Essex in 1570, by his first wife, a sister of Sir Thomas Blanck, Lord 
Mayor of London in 1582, and widow of ... . IVavers, brother of John and son of Richard Travers, the Merchant-Tailors. To increase the family con- 
nection it is well known that Sir Thomas Blanck married Margaret Travers, a sister of his sister's husband, and that Sir James Altham's grandmother 
was a Miss Hildersham. 

Should our snrmise prove true, Walter Travers was bom in Comhill, London, and after a careful education was apprenticed to some friend of the 
family at Nottingham, where upon the death of his father, in 1540, he commenced business for himself. Here he must have married, and his wife's love 
for the place of her birth, together with his yearly increasing pronperity, doubtless combined to influence him in remaining there for the rest of his life. 
Like his brother John he had been well taught, and to the love of his art must have united that sincere love of learning and religion which urged him 
to see his sons become completely educated and thoroughly good men. The Reformation dawned simultaneously with his powers of thought, and after 
living through forty of the most eventfnl years in the annals of the English Church — through a period durii)g which the mere possession of an opinion 
exposed a man to the constant danger of persecution — we gather from his own words that he died, in the truest meaning of the term, a Christian : — 

" In the Name of God, Amen : the fiftenth dale of September, in the yeare of oure Lordc God a tbousande, five hundrith, seaventie and five, I Walter 
Travers, of the Towne of Nottinghfn, Gold Smythe, beinge weeke and feeble in bodie, but of good, sownde, and perfect remembrance, thanks be to God 
thearfore, do ordaine and make this my laste Will and Testamente, in mann' and forme foUoweinge : First, and before all thinges, I comende me into the 
handes of oure Lorde, who haste created and redemed me, beschinge the most humblye, for Jesus Christe sake, pardon and forgiveness of all my synes; 
asseuringe myself also nndoubtedlie, as tmstinge to thy promeys, O lorde, which cannot deceave, that, altho' I be in my selffe most unworthie of thy 
Grace, yet, for that Jesus Christe, thoue wilte receive me to the. Not accomptioge to me my synnes for whiche he hathe suffered, and fully satisfied thie 
Justice allredie; but imputing to me, of thie fre grace and mercie, that holynes and obedience whiche he hathe performed, to thie moste perfecte lawe, 
for all those that shoulde beleve in hime, and come unto the, in his name. Withe faithe, O lorde, seinge that of thy goodnes thouc haste wroughte and 
planted in me, by the preachinge of the hollie gospell, I stedfastelie hope for the performance of thy promyse, and everlastinge liffe in Jesus Christe. This 
blessed hope shall reste with me to the laste daie, that thoue rayse me upp agane, to enjoye that liffe and glorie that now I hope for. Thearfore, I com- 
mende my sowle into the handes of God, my bodie I Will that y t be honestlie buried, and lade upp in pease to the comynge of the Lorde Jesus, when he 
shall come to be glorified in his Sayntes, and to be marvolous in theme that beleve; in that daie when this corruptible shall put on incorruptible, and this 
mortall imortalitie, acoordlnge to the Soiptures. And as for those goods and landes that God hath given me, I declare this my Will, and full mynde and 
intente thearof, in forme foUowinge : that is to saie, I give and hequethe all and singtUar that my messuage, house, stable, and gardens thearto belonginge, 
whiche I latelie purchased of Thomas Cowghem, late of the saide towne of Nottingham, alderman, deceas4 d, wherein I nowe dwell, to Anne Travers my 
Wiffe, for and duringe her naturall liffe, and after her decease, to Anne Travers my daughter, and to theires of her bodie lawefuUie begotten and to be 
begotten : And, for defalte of such issue, to Walter Traverse, John Traverse, and to Humfrey Travers, my Sones, equallie amongste theme, and to theires 
of theire bodies lawefuUie begotten and to be begotten : And, for defiilte of such Issue, to the righte heires of me the saide Walter Travers, the Testator, 
for ever. Further, I will that the saide Anne, my wiffe, duringe her liffe, and allso the saide Anne, my daughter, duringe her lyffe, after the decease of 
my said Wiffe, havinge the saide messuage and premyses, shall give and paie yearlie ten shillinges at two usuall dales in the yeare, by even porcons, to my 
Overseers ; to be by theme distributed to suche poore people, within the towne of Nottingham, as they shall thinke moste mete and conveniente. Allso, 
I give and hequethe all my other lands, tenements, and hereditaments, not before by me given in this my Testan.ente and presente laste Will, to my said 
Wiffe Anne Traverse during her naturall liffe; and after her decease, to my saide three l£>nes, Walter, John, nnd Humfrey, equallie amongeste theme, or 
so many of theme as shal be then livinge, and to theires of theire bodies lawefullie begotten and to be begotten : and, for defalte of such Issue, to Anne 
'I'ravers my daughter, and to theures off her bodie lawefullie begotten and to be begotten ; and for defalte of suche Issue, to the righte heirs of me the 
saide Walter Travers for ever. And I will that my saide daughter Anne peaceablie permytt and suffer my saide thre sones to have and enjoye the saide 
landes to them bequithed, which I boughte of Robert Wynsell; notwithstanding anie bondcs, or assurance thearof, heartofore by me to the saide Anne, 
or to her use, made. And for the disposinge of my goods and chattells that Goid hathe given me, I will that my debts be paide and my funeralls dis- 
charged, of the whole : and the resedewe of all my goods and chattells, gold, silver, plate, and howef>houlde stuff, moveable and unmoveable (my debts 
paide and funralls discharged), I give to Anne my Wiffe, and to Anne Travers my daughter, equallie betwixte theme. And I do make and ordeine the 
saide Anne my Wiffe, and my saide daughter my full Executrices of this my Testament and laste Will; and I make my wellbeloved Sones, Walter and 
John Travers, Supvisors of the same, to se the same justlie and trewlie executed, done, and performed : theis beinge Witnesses — Lawrence Brodbent* 
Esquire; the Queenes Highnes Recelvor within the Counties ot Nottinghfia and Derbie — Thomas Atkinson—Symon Willson — Richard Ogle— Arthure 
Francis — John Warde, and others."

Thomas Tbaybbb, eldest son of Walter Travers the goldsmith, was bom about the year 1545, and doubtl>ss at an early age was apprenticed to his 
father. He married Margery, one of the two daughters and oo-heiresses of Thomas Cou>rheu, Esq., of St. Peter's parish, Nottingham, Alderman and 
Justice of the Peace, by whom he had issue an only £LUghter, Eleanor Travers. His father, retiring fix)m businoRS in or before the year 1570, appears to 
have given up to him the old premises in Bridlesmith-gate, and be thus started in life with a prospect than which nothing could havu been fairer. But in 
the pride of youth, with a young wife, a long-established business, and relatives both rich and influential, death cut short his career at the early age of 
twenty-six. He is mentioned in the will of his father-in-law, dated 19 Nov., 1571, as then lately deceased, and bis death formed the first link in the chain 
of events by which the Coughen family became extinct. It was immediately f illowed by that of Thomas Coughen himself — soon aflerwurds by the 
decease of Eleanor Travers his daughter — and within a few years by that of Margery Travers his widow, who died in the summer of 1574. On 11th Sept., 
16 Eliz., 1574, an Inq. post mortem was held at Nottingham to inquire concerning the lands and heir of Margery Travers, widow, deceased**, when the 
jury returned that slie died seized of "iii. messuages in "Hmber Hill, Hencrosse, and Stony Strete in the town of Nottingham, together with certain other 
lands and tenements elsewhere," and that her nearest of kin and heir was her sister, Elizabeth Collinson, widow, who was at the time of taking the inqui- 
sition of the age of twenty-six year<i, but a lunatic. These lands &c. therefore remained in the hands of the Queen during her life, but to whom they 
passed at her decease we know not*. 

Of the three sons who survived their father, the eldest, and eventually the most distinguished, was Walteb Thaysbs. Bom about the year 1548 at 
his father's bouse in Bridlesmith-gate, surrounded by "the raucous clang of anvils, the perpetual beating of iron, and the blowing of bellows*' — sounds 
(according to a Nottinghamshire antiquary) spedally characteristic of the locality — he in all probability commenced his education at the Free Grammar 
School in Stoney-street, which had been founded in 1513 by Dame Agnes Mellers, the widow of an opulent bell-'ounder. Leaving this school and his 
father's roof when little more than twelve years old, he, on the 14th Dec, 1560, matriculated as a pensioner at Christ's College, Cambridge. Within 
a year or two he migrated thence to Trinity College, and is mentioned as one of two sophisters of that house who were appointed to deliver orations 
gratuktory to Queen Elizabeth on her arrival at Cambridge, 5th Aug., 1564'. He commenced B.A. in 1565-6, nnd on the 8th Sept., 1567, was elected 
a minor Fellow of Trinity College, becoming a major Fellow on 25th March, 1569, after taking his M.A. degree. In 1572 he is said to have been a mem- 
ber of the first Presbyterian church in England, which was erected at Wandsworth in Surrey. On 11th July, 1576, he was incorporated M.A. at Oxford, 
and immediately afterwards, to quote Fuller, " be took occasion to travail beyond the seas, and comming to Geneva, contracted familiarity with Mr. Beza 
and other forraign divines, with whom he by letters continued correspondency till the day of his death. Then returned he and commenced Bachelor of 
Divinity in Cambridge, and after that went beyond sea again, and at Antwerp was ordained minister, by the Presbytery there, whose testimoniall I have 
here faithfully transcribed.'' Fuller then prints the original in Latin, which is thus translated by Brook (Lives of the Puritans, ii. 314) :—" For as much 
as it is just and reasonable, that such as are received into the number of the ministera of God's word should have a testimonial of their vocation ; we 
declare, that, having called together a synod of twelve ministers of God's word, and slmost the same number of elders, at Antwerp, on May 8, 1578, our 
very learned, pious, and excellent brother the reverend Doctor Walter Travers, was, by the unanimous votes and ardent desires of all present, received 
and instituted into the ministry of God's holy word, and confirmed according to our accustomed manner, with prayer and imposition of hands ; and the 
next day after the Sabbath, having preached before a congregation of English, at the request of the ministers, he was acknowledged and received most 
aflectionately by the whole church. That Almighty God would prosper the ministiy of this our reverend brother among the English, and attend it with 
great success, is our most eameat prayer through Jesus Christ. Amen. Given at Antwerp, May 14, 1578, and signed Johannes Tqfflnus, Logeleriua Vile' 
ritu, Johannes Sochelcus*, ministers of the word of God." 

"Thus put in orders," continues Fuller, *'by the Presbytery of a fomdn nation he continued there some years, preached (with Mr. Cartwright) unto 
the English fieustory of merchants at Antwerpe, until at last he came over into England, and for seven years together became Lecturer in the Temple 
(refusing all presentative preferment to decline subscription) and lived domestick chaplain in the house of the lK>rd Treasurer Cecil, being a Tutor, for 
a time, to Robert his son, afterwards Earl of Salisbury. And although there was much heaving and shuffling at him (as one disaffected to the discipline) 
yet God's goodness, his fHends greatness, and his own honesty, kept him (but with much difficulty) in his ministeriall imployment. Yea now so g^eat 
g^ew the credit and reputation of Mr. Truvers, that, by the advice of Mr. Andrew Melvin, he and Mr. Cartwright were solemnly sent for, to be Divinity 
professors in the university of St. Andrews." " This proffer both joyntly retused, with return of their most affectionate thanks, and such who know least 
are most bold in their conjectures, to adventure at the reasons of their refusall. As that they would not leave the Sun on their backs, and remove so far 
north, or they were discouraged with the slendemess of the salary assigned unto them. In plain truth they were loath to leave, and their friends were 
loath to be left them, conceiving their pains might as well be bestowed on their native count^ ; and Travers quietly continued Lecturer in the Temple, 
till Mr. Hooker became Master thereof." 

Towards the close of the year 1584 Walter Travers was engag^ in a public conference holden at Lambeth. " The first day's conference, December 
10th, was betwixt Archbishop Whitgift and the Bishop of Winchester, on the one part ; and Mr. Travers and Dr. Thomas Sparke, on the other, in the 
presence of the Earl of Leicester, Lord Gray, and Sir Francis Walungham. The subject of discussion was confined to those things in the Book of Common 
Prayer which appeared to require a reformation. The conference was opened by the following declaration made by the JU'chbishop : — ' My Lord of 
Leicester having requested, for his own satisfaction, to hear what the ministers could reprove, and how their objections might be answered, I have granted 
bis request. Let us then hear what things in the Book of Common Prayer you think ought to be mended. You now appear before me, not junicially, 
nor as called in qu«*8tion by authority, but by way of conference. You shall, therefore, be &ee (speaking in duty) to charge the book with those things in 
which it is faulty K" It would be out of place to reprint here the whole of the long discussion thus opened* ; suffice it to say, that considerable learning was 
displayed on both ndes, tending to a result by no means satisfactory ; for, at the close of the conference, the opposing parties were each as thoroughly 
wedded to its own view of the question as at the commencement. Strvpe affirms that the ministers were proved to be in error ; Brook declares that they 
wero not, and that neither of them altered his opinion to the day of his death. The only effect of this debate, as far as we are able to judg^, was to 
increase the Archbishop's fear of and dislike to the learning and doctrine of the nonconformist divines — a fear that was often undignified, a disUke some- 
times amounting to personal enmity. 

" In the year 1584, a short time before Dr. AlveyJ, Master of the Temple* closed his eyes in death, the doctor, with the learned gentlemen of that 
society, recommended Mr. Travers for his successor. Dr. Alvey the Master and Mr. Travers the Lecturer lived together some years in great amity and 
love. They mutually united in carrying on the work of reformation in the place; and, with much zeal, wisdom, and resolution, they joined in promoting 
true Christian piety among the learned benchers^ by whom they were buth highly esteemed. The above recommendation was presented to the Treasurer, who

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commanicated tbe Rame to the Qneen, ngnifying to ber Majesty his approbation of their choice. Bat, by the powerful ent'eayonrs of Archbishop Whitgift 
he was rejected, and Mr. Richard Hoolcer, author of ' Ecclesiafitical Polity/ uraa nominated to the office." Referring to this appointment and their eub- 
aeqnent disputes in his "Supplication to the Lords of the Council V Walter Travers says: "I am charged with indiscretion, und want of duty to Mr. 
Hooker; and witli breaking the Queen's order against bringing disputes into the pulpit. As to want of duty, I answer, though some have suspected my 
want of good-will to Mr. Hooker, because he succeeded Dr. Alvey in that place which I desired tor myself; this is a mistake, for I declined the place, 
beciiuse I could not subscribe to my lord of Canterbury's late articles, which I would not do for the Mastership of the Temple, or any other place in the 
Church. I was glad the place was given to Mr. Hoolier, as well for the sake of old acquaintance, as because there is some kind of affinity bftwecn us^, 
hoping we should live peaceably together as becometh brethren. But when I heard him preach against the doctrine of assurance, and for salvation in 
the church of Rome, with all its errors and idolatry, I thought myself obliged to oppose him. And when I found it occasioned a pulpit war, I declared 
publicly that I would concern myself no further about it, though Mr. Hooker went on with the dispute. It is said that 1 should have complained of him 
to thf High Commission. To this I answer, that it was not out of contempt or neglect of lawful authority; but because I was against all methods of 
severity ; and, therefore, I declared my resolution to trouble the pulpit with those debates no more." 

For an impartial account of this iamous pulpit war, a minute description of two celebrated men, and a sketch of the life of Walter Travers during 
the next few years, we quote Fuller's ** Church History," book ix. pp. 213 — 219 : — "Now [1585] began the heat and height of the sad contest betwixt 
Mr. Richard Hooker Master, and Mr. Walter Travers Lecturer of the Temple. We will be the larger in the relating thereof, because we behold their 
actions not as the deeds of private pensons, but the publick champions of their Party. Now as an army is but a champion difiused, so a champion may be 
said to be an army contracted. The Prelaticall Party wrought to the height in and for Hooker, nor was the Presbyterian power le^s active in assisting 
Mr. Tra\crfi, both sides being glnd they had gotten two such eminent Leaders, with whom they might engage with such credit to their cause." "Mb. 
HcoEBB his voice was low, stature little, gesture none at all, standing stone-still in the Pulpit, as if the posture of his body was the emblem of his miude, 
unmoveable in his opinions. Where his eye was left fixed at the bt ginning, it was found fixed at the end of his sermon: In a word, the doctrine he 
delivered had nothing but it self to garnish it. His stile was long and pithy, driving on a whole flock of several clauses, before he came to the close of 
a sentence. So that when the copiousness of his stile, met not with proportionable capacity in his auditors, it was unjustly censured, for perplext, tediotis, 
and obscure. His sermons followed tbe inclination of his studies, and were for the most on controversies, and deep points of School XKvinity. Mb. 
Tbavsbf, his utterance was graceful!, gesture plausible, matter profitable, method plain, and his stile carried in it indolem pietatit a genius of grace 
flowing from his sanctified heart. Some say that the congregation in the Temple ebb'd in the forenoon, and flowed in the afternoon, and that the 
auditory of Mr. Travers was far the more numercius, tbe first cauEe of emulation betwixt them. But such as knew Mr. Hooker, knew him to be too wise 
to take exception at such trifles, the rather because the most judicious is always the least part in all auditories. Here might one on Sundayes have seen, 
almost as many writers as heanrrs. Not only young studt^nts, but even the gravest Benchers (such as S' £dw. Cook and S' James Altham" then were) 
were not more exact in taking instructions from their clients, than in writing notes from the mouths of their Ministers. The worst was, these two 
Preachers though joyned in affinity, (their nearest kindred being married together) acted with diflerent principles, and clashed one against the other. So 
that what Mr. Hooker delivered in the forenoon, Mr. Travers confuted in the afternoon. At the building of Solomon's Temple 1 King. 6. 7. neither 
hammer, nor axe, nor tool of iron was heard therein. Whereas, alas in this Temple, much knocking was heard, but (which was the worst) the nailes and 
pins, which one master-builder drave in, were driven out by the other. To pass by lesser diflerenois betwixt them about Predestination, Hooker main- 
tained — 'The church of Rome though not a pure and perfect yet is a true Church, so that such who live and die therein ° upon their repentance of all 
their sins of ignorance may be saved.' Travers defended — 'The church of Rome is no true Church at all; so that such as live therein, holding justifi- 
cation in part by works, cannot be said by the Scripture to be saved.' Thus much disturbance was caused to the disquieting of peoples consciences, the 
disgrace of the ordinance, the advantage of the common enemy, and the dishonour of God himself. 

" Htre Arch-Bishop Whitgift interposed his power, and silenced Travers from preaching either in the Temple or any where else. As for his 
silencing, many which were well pleased with the deid done, were ofiTended at the manner of doing it. For all the Congregation on a Sabbath in 
the afternoon were assembled together, their attention prepared, the Cloath (as I may say) and napkins were laied, yea the guests set, and their knives 
drawn for the spirit uall repast, when suddenly as Mr. Travers was going up into the pulpit, a sorry fellow served him with a letter, prohibiting him 
to preach any more. In obtdience to Authority, (the uiilde and constant submission whereunto won him respect with his adverauries) Mr. Travers 
calmly signified the same to the Congregation, and requested them quietly to depart to their chambers. Thus was our good Zacheus struck dumb in 
the lemple, but not for infidelity, unpartial people accounting his fault at most but indiscretion. Meantime his Auditory (pained that their pregnant 
expectation to hear him preach should so publickly prove abortive, and sent sermonless home) manifested in their variety of passion, some grieving, some 
frowning, some murmuring, and the wisest sort, who held their tongues, shaked their heads, as disliking the managing of the matter. 

"Travers addressed himself by petition to the Lords of the Privie Councell (where his strength lay, as Hookers in the Arch-Bishop of Cant, and High 
Commission) grievously complained that he was punished before he was heard, silenced (by him apprehended the heaviest penalty) before sent for, con- 
trary to equity and rtason. Ihe Law" condemning none before it hear him, and know what he hath done. The Councell table was much divided about 
his petition. All Whit gift's foes were if mo facto made Travers his favourers, besides he had a large stock of friends on his own acocunt. But Whitgift's 
fingers moved more in Church matters, than all the hands of all the privie Cotmcellers besides, and he was content to suffer others to be beleeved (and 
perchance to bi leeve themselves) great actors in Church-government, whilst he knew, he could and did do all things himself therein. No favour must be 
afforded Travers on any terms. 1. Dangerous was his person, a Cartwright junior, none in England either more loving Geneva, or more beloved by it. 
2'r. Dangerous the place, the Temple being one of the Inns (therefore publick) of Court (therefore a priucipall place), and to suffer one opposite to the 
English discipline, to continue Lecturer there, what wan it but in effect to retiun half the Lawyers of England to be of Councell against the ecclesiastical 
government thereof, ^^f. Dangerous the precedent, this leading case wculd be presumed on for others to follow, and a ranks bretJdng may be an armies 
ruining. This was the constant custome of Whitgift, if any Lord or Lady sued to him to shew favour for their sakes to Non-Conformists, his answer to 
them was rather respectfuU to the requester, then satisfactory to the request. He would profess how glad he was to serve them, and gratifie them in 
compliance with their desire, assuring them for his part all possible kindness should be indulged unto them ; but in flne, he would remit nothing of his 
rigour against them. Thus he never denied any great mans desire, and yet never granted it, pleasing them for the present with generall promises, and 
(in them not dissembling, but using diiilreet and right expressions) still kept constant to his own resolution. Hereupon afterwards the nobiHty surceased 
making more sutes unto him, as ineffectuall, and even left all thines to his own dlsposall. Thus Mr. Travers, notwithstanding the plenty of his potent 
friemis, was overborn by the Arch-Bishop, and, as he often complained, could never obtain to be brought to a fair hearing. But his grief hereat was 
something abated when Adam Loftus, Arch-Bishop of Dublin, and Chancellor of Ireland, (his ancient Colleague in Cambridge) invited him over, to be 
Provost of Trinity-Colledge in Dublin. Embracing the motion, over he went, accepting the place, and continu^ some years therein; till discomposed with 
the fear of their civil wars, he returned into England, and lived here many years very obscurely (though in himself a shining light) as to the matter of 
outward maintenance." 

Waltxb Tbatebs was nominated Provost of Trinity College by the Queen's Letters Patent dated 6 June, 1594, on which day Adam Loftua resigned.

1570, by a sister of Thomas Blanck, and widow of a brother of John Travers, Merehant- 
Tailor. He was, at this time, about thirty-flve years of age, (Walter Travers being 
only thirty-seven,} and became one of the Barons of the Exchequer 9 Feb., 1606-7. 
a ** Being weak, ignorant, and seduced." " John vii. 51. 
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It wonid thus appear that the latter had determined to remain in office until fally assured that his friend would he allowed to succeed him. The Fellows 
proceeding to election, Walter Travers was chosen Provost by Henry Ussher, Vice- Provost (uncle to Archbishop James Uasher, and father of Provost 
Robert Ussher), Luke Challoner (subsequently Prebendary of St. Patrick's Cathedral, Dublin, and Vice-chancellor), Lancelot Money and William D«nieU, 
and was sworn 6 Dec, 1594. At this period the College or University (founded 13 March, 1691, and opened for the reception of students 9 Jan. 1593) was 
in an impoverished condition, and every effort had to be made by the friends of learning and learned men to increase its very limited income. For some 
time, in fact, a fear prevailed lest from poverty alone the society should be dissolved. Lord Barghley being Chancellor, the new Provost looked to him for 
help* and in great part to his firiendship for Walter Travers, and to the energetic pleading of the latter did Dublin owe its first important endowment. 
In relation to this affair an unpublished letter from Walter Travers to '' Mr. Hickes in the Lord Treasurer's office," written on the 22nd Aug., 1595, and 
preserved (in autograph) in Brit. Mus., Linsd. MS. 108, (art. 59,) will be found interesting : — 

" Mr. Hickes, —As y* place wherein it hath pleased God ye should bee so neer ray Lord Treasurer doth offer you many occasions of doing good ser- 
vice to God, and to his people, so there is now one wherein I am earnestly to crave y' favour y' is of great importance. This poor College maketh sute to 
yc Queen's Majesty for a grant of one hundred pound by year, in fee farm of lands attainted or conceled in this country. Being maintained hitherto 
chiefly by some smal and uncertain benevolence, we are constrained thus to do, least y* society should be dissolved. Wee have letters in favour of our 
suite to y* R* honorable L. L. of y" Counsel from y* State here, and to my Lord our Chancellor. Yet I know wee shal need y' help of such as are neer 
unto y^ in many things. Wherefore in a suite concerning highly y* service of God, and no benefit of any particular person, I beseech you, even for God's 
cause, cheerfully to further those y* are sent from us to deal herein, in y* conveniently you may. Wee send by one Mr. Chaloner, a godly learned man 
and preacher to the State here for many years, who will more fully acquaint you w*^ our cause. Wherein if you yield comfortable furtherance, although 
y*' poor estate of this house can make you no recompence, yet shall you bind us in thankfulnes and good will to bee ready to pleasure you wherein wee 
may. And besides y* joy y* a Christian conscience taketh in doing duty, you shal bring y* blessings of so many upon you, as shal have cause to give 
thanks to God for y* establishing a nursery of noble plants within this Land. Thus praying God to direct and bless you in all things, I wish you most 
hertily well to fare. 

" From y* Colledge by Dublin this 22 of August, by y' loving frend, 

" Wateb Tbavebs." 

Although the year is not g^ven in this letter, there can be no question that it was written on 22 Aug., 1595, because in Aug. 1594 Walter Travers 
had not been sworn Provost, and in Oct. 1595 the request was graciously acceded to, as appears by an extract from the Rolls of Chancery, printed at 
p. 235 of the Dublin Univ. Cal. for 1864: — "Anno 1595, Oct. 17. The Queen's Letter bears date for granting toy*' Provost, Fellows and Scholars of Trin. 
College, Dublin, any concealed Lands in y* kingdom, to y' value of £100 sterling per annum ; with a direction that y*' Coinissiou and Clauses for passing 
y' Lands in Fee-farm be as favourable to y* College as possible ; and that directions to this purpose be sent to y*' several surveyors and Juries." 

Waltbb I'bavers resided as Provost about three years and a half, during which period the college was enriched by a large grant of lands in the counties 
of Kerry, Tipperar>', Limerick, &c., of the yearly value of £380 or thereabouts. In the summer of 1598, probably about the date of Lord Burghley's death, 
which occurred on 4th Aug. in that year, and in the midst of the Tyrone rebellion, he resigned his Provostship and returned to England. His return must 
certainly be dated previous to Nov. 25, for on that day an order issued from the Lords Justices to pay the Fellows and Scholars (no Provost mentioned) 
a weekly sum of forty shillings for their maintenance, they having represented that, by reason of the general revolt, their rents were decayed and they 
bad fallen into great want. The remaining five-and-tbirty years of his long life appear to have been spent in London, varied perhaps by occasional trips 
into Devonshire on visits to his brother and nephews. But it is remarkable how little is known of him during all this time. Fuller seems to hint that 
he lived contentedly among his books, seldom appearing in public, though " sometimes he did preach, rather when he durst, than when he would, debarred 
from all cure of souls by his nonconformity." " Tet had he Agur's wish, neither poverty nor riches, though hb enough seemed to be of the shortest size. 
It matters not whether men's means be mounted or their minds descend, so be it that both meet as here in comfortable contentment." He lived, in fact, 
upon the income derived from property at Nottingham, which he had inherited under his Other's will, after the decease of his mother ; and although that 
income was not large, yet to him, an unmarried man, it was sufficient. Had he been so poor as Brook describes him he would not have declined the 
frequent offers of pecuniary assistance that were made to him by old friends and pupils grown wealthy. '*Tea, when the right reverend and religious 
James Ussher (then Bishop of Meath, since Archbishop of Armagh, brought np under him, and with him agreeing in doctrine, though dissenting in dis- 
cipline) profered money unto him for his relief, Mr. Travers returned a thankfnil refusallP." The only instance on record of his acceptance of any such 
gift was in 1624^ on the death of a Mr. John Swan, or Swayn, of Cannock, in Staffordshire, who by will had bequeathed to the Rev. Arthur Hildersham 
the sum of fifty pounds to be by him distributed among ministers silenced for nonconformity. Hildersham (himself a silenced minister and an almost 
ruined man) sent his sou to London to see Walter Travers, and to persuade him to receive part of the legacy. His reply is preserved among the Addit. 
MSS. Brit. Mus. (4276, f. 157) :— 

*' To my louing and reverend frend Mr. Hildersam at Ashby de la Zouche be y^ d'd'. 

" Sir, — I haiie receaued by your sonne Nathaniel both your lone and y* legacie whereof you wrote, ffor your fr^ndly and louing kindness testifi'd by 
them both, I hartely thanke you, & wold be glad of any good occasion wherein I might shewe my loue to you agayne. In y* meaoe tyme I acknowledge 
to haue receaued from you fyue pound as part of y* legacy w'^ y* lately deceased Mr. John Swayn gaue to be bestowed upon poore ministers. Thus 
praying God mercifully to preserue and blesse both your selfe & all yours, I recomend me to your mutual prayers. At London 16^ Marche y* 5^^. 

" by your louing frend " " Watee Teavees." 

Speaking of this legacy Brook says :— *' From a manuscript receipt now before me, it appears that Mr. Travers partook of the bounty. It is in these 
words : — ' March 5, 1624, received of Mr. Arthur Hildersham, five pounds, being part of a legacy of John Swan. I say, received by me, Waltbb Tba- 
YBES.' " Thus the letter and the receipt were written the same day, the former to go by the post, the latter to be carried home in the pocket of Nathaniel 
Hildersham. It is curious that, although widely separated, (the one being in London, the other we think at Cambridge,) both should have been preserved. 
Fuller says Walter Travers " was exquisite in Oriental languages," but it does not appear that he translated anythinir, or, at least, that any translation 
was ever published with his name. His chief work was ScclesuB IXsciplina et Anglicana Scelesia ab ilia aberrationis plena h verho Dei, et dilucida 
explicatio; which was first printed at " La Rochelle" in 1574. This was translated into English by Cartwright,|and published under the title of "A full 
and plaine declaration of Ecclesiasticall Discipline owt off the word off Gtod, and off the dedininge off the churcbe off England from the same. 4° Imprinted 
1574." He also wrote " A Justification of the Religion now professed in England, wherein it is proved to be the same which was taught by our Saviour 
Jesus Christ, and by his holy Apostles : written for their use that have denied such proof i." He may have given a helping hand to many other theolo- 
gical works, but with the exception of his " Supplication to the Lords of the Council," his " Reasons that being ordained at Antwerp should be no cause 
of restraint," &c., " An Answer to the Epistle of G. T. for the pretended Catholics," and a few scattered letters to Lord Burghley and others, these are 
all that we have met with. 

The last act of his life, the making of his will, was acoompUshed on the 14th Jan., 1634 (O. S.), he being then at least eighty -seven years of age. He 
appears to have dictated it on his death-bed, when too feeble even to sigp it, and to have died soon after, as it was proved in the Prerogative Court by his 
executor, Roger Hughes, on the 24th of January following : — 

"After prayers to God for his gratious direcc'on in it, I Waz*tbb Tsayees of Loimov, Clerke, do here sett downe my last Will and Testament, in 
forme and maner as followeth : Imprimis, whereas my father dying seized of three tenements in Nottingham, left the one to his daughter Ann, and the

other two to bis three Bonnes then IWeing, that is to me the laid Walter the Eldest, John the neit, and Hnmphrj the joungest, I leave this my interest 
to the posterity of the two stocks named in my ftither's will; that is to saie, the posterity of my hrothir John, which are these, Elias, Samnell, John and 
Walter, and also 8as.in, KHzahethand Ann; and of the young»^t, Humphry, which are only Hanna Parsons, wife to Mr. Pkrsons of Hastinfcs in Sussex, 
and her children. Next I give in maner ns foUoweth, One hundred pound to be equallie devided, yizS eightie pound among the Children of my brother

remembrance. — This was dictated unto me by Mr. Walter Travers, the fourteene of January, One thousand, nx hundred, thirty fower. John Wheatley, 
Scrivener— Jonah Uty." 

Judging from the only known portrait of Walter Travers. he must have been a Tair man, and of somewhat prepossesnng appearance. This portrait 
(by what artist we know not) hangs in the ante-room to the study of the present Provost of Trinity College, Dublin, in company with that of Provost 
Winter. For a long time it was uncertain which of the two was Travers, but very recently a family of the Winters, as descendants of Firovost Winter, 
satisfied themselves upon examination as to which was his portrait, and had a copy taken of it. Since then, after a close inspection of both pictures (or 
rather copies of them) by a member of the Travers family, the decision of the Winters was fully acquiesced in. 

JoHK Tbavsbb. Rectob 07 FABivoDOy, CO. Dbyon, and third son of Walter Travers the goldsmith, was bom at Bridlesmith-gate, in the town of 
Nottingham, in or about the year 1550, and probably went to school with his brother Walter at the then recently founded Free Grammar School in 
Stoney-street. Entering early at Oxford, he took his B.A. degree 23 Oct., 1570, and doubtless proceeded M.A. in 1574. At Oxford be must have be- 
come acquainted with Richard Hooker, the ftiture Master of the Temple, and his brother's opponent, for Hooker matriculated at C.C.C. in 1567» and 
took his B.A. degree 14 Jan., 1573. This acquaintance ripening into friendship, probably paved the way to Travers's introduction to the learned John 
Hooker, Chamberlain of Exeter, (Richard Hooker's wealthy uncle*,) in the bosom of whose family he found his future wife. "The family of Hooker," 
says Olivers "was highly respectable. John Hoker (grandfather of the Chamberlain) was of a worshipful hoose and parentage, and represented this city 
(Exeter) in parliament during the several reigns of Edw. IV., Rich. III., and Hen. VII. As a magitttrate he was distinguished for probity, learning, and 
diligence; as a Clinstian and citizen, he was exemplary for good conduct and abandant charities. He was elected into the civic chair in 1490, and died 
three years after. Robert his son was the youngest of twenty, but lived to witness the successive deaths of all bis brothers and sisters, and to initerit the 
whole of the family property. He was registrar of the archdeaconry of Barnstaple, and 'became chief and principal of St. Mary the More's parish ;' was 
a great peace*maker, and eminently zealous and attentive to the duties of first magistrate of his native city in 1529. The pestilence which made such 
havoc in Exeter in 1537, numbered this Robert among its victims. His will is preiterved in the corporation archives, and bears date 7 Aug., 1534, in 
which he makes provision for his wife Agnea and seven children, Roger, Sydwell, Anne, Alice, Mary, Juliana, and John. John Hoker, younger son of 
Robert Hoker by his wife Agnes Dohle^ was bom in Exeter about 1524. He was sent early to Oxford % but whether he took a degree Wood was unable 
to ascertain. Leaving the University he went to Strasburgb, and became a pupil of Peter Martyr. In 1555, after he had been some years returned 
homn, he was elected first chamberlain of Exeter, an office for which his MSS. shew that he was admirably qualified. Sir Peter Carew sent him to 
Ireland to negotiate his private affairs, and procnreid his election as burgess for Athenry, in the Irish parliament, 1568. He represented Exeter in the 
English parliament of 1571. He married, first, Martha, daughter of Robert Tucker of Exeter, gentleman; secondly, Anstice, (laughter of Edward Bridg- 
Prince sa)s that he died in November 1601 : but the entry of his successor's appointment, 15 Sept., states the vacancy to have been made by his 



man. 



death. His portrait in the council chamber was taken in 1601, let 76. In early life he used to sign himself John Vowell aUiu Hoker; but in late yean, 
John Hoker aU<u Vowell 7." By his first wife he had issae five children, Robert, Johan, Johan, Margery, and Prothsaye; by his second wife thirteen, 
Thomas, Toby, Zachary, Thomas, Peter, George, John, Alice. Magdalen, Audrey, Mary, Amy, and Dorothy. Zachary Hooker became Rector of St. 
Michael Carhays, co. Cornwall, where he died circ, 1643. His will, dated 2 July, 1637, was proved at Exeter 28 Jan., 1643. He married Grace, 
daughter of John Batishill, of South Tawton, Devon, and had issue. Of the rest, Alice Hooker was the chosen wife of John Travers, to whom she was 
married (probably at Exeter) on the 25th July, 1580. 

Upon leaving Oxford, and for some years subsequent to his marriage, we lose sight of John Travers. He undoubtedly held some benefice, but in what 
neighbourhood we cannot discover. Stephen Townsend, his predecessor at Faringdon, was presented to that living by Francis Earl of Bedford, and 
collated 13 March, 1572-8. He took his D.D. at Oxford in June 1580, was confirmed Dean of Exeter 5 Oct, 1583, and died in the autumn of 1588. His 
successor in the Deanery was confirmed on 27 Oct. in that year, and there is every reason to believe that about the same time John Travers was presented 
to tlie Rectory of Faringdon. Here he lived nutil his death in 1620, at the age of 70. Differing in doctrine, or rather in discipline, from his brother 
Walter Travers, he educated his sons as clergymen of the Engliah Church, in which for sound learning, high prindples, and unshaken loyalty, they 
attained some distinction. A few years previous to his decease he purchased the next presentation to his living, intending hb eldest son, Elias, to succeed 
him, as appears by his will. His wish was fully carried out by his trustee, but within a year and a half from his collation, Elias Travers resigned the 
Rectory of Faringdon, and retired to Cambridge until presented by his college to that of Thurcaston, co. Leicester, of more than double valu&

for me, with him will give unto me and all the rest of his children, in good time, all good things alio. Christ is to me, hoth in life and in death, advan- 
tage ; for God my heavenly Father hath made his Son which knew no sin to he sin for me, that I might he the righteonsness of God in him. Yea he 
hath made him my wisdom, righteousness, sanctiflcation, and redemption, that with the rest of his children I might rejoice only in the Lord. Thus being 
satisfied in Christ Jesus for my salvation, my Will is, that after my death my body be buried in a comely and Christian manner, and laid up in the grave 
in assured hope of a joyful resurrection, for therefore Christ died, and rose sg^in and revived, that he might be Lord both of the dead and of the quick. 
Concerning the disposing of my goods and chattells ; Item, I do give and bequeath unto my four sons, that is to say, Elias Travers, Samuel Travers, John 
Travers, and Walter Travers, All my books of Ebrewe, Greeke, and Latin, to be equally divided amongst them by my Executrix and Overseers hereafter 
named. Item, whereas the Right Honorable Edward Earl of Bedford, true and undoubted Patron of the Rectory and Church of Farringdon aforesaid, 
by his deed bearing date the twentieth day of Janoaiy in the sixth year of the reign of our said gracious and sovereign Lord Kinar James of England, 
France and Ireland (20 Jan., 1609), did, amongf>t other things in the said Deed, give, grant and confirm unto RobeH Claye, Clenc, late deceased, his 
executors and assigns, the first and next Advowson, Donation, Nomination, Presentation, and free disposition of the Rectory and Church of Farringdon 
aforesaid, as by the said Deed more at large it doth and may appear, And whereas the said Robert Clay by his deed, bearing date the five and twentieth 
day of January, in the eighth year of the reign of our said Sovereign Lord King James of England, France, and Ireland (25 Jan., 1611), did grant unto 
Richard Reynell Esquire', the said first and next Advowson, Donation, Nomination, Presentation, and free disposition of the Rectory and Church of 
Farringdon aforesaid, as by the said Deed more at large appeareth. And whereas also the said Richard Reynell by his writing under his hand bearing 
date the fifteenth day of April, in the said sixteenth year of his Majesty's reign above written (15 Apr., 1618), doth therein express and declare, that the 
said Advowson, granted as aforesaid by the said Roh«'t Claye, is upon this Trust and Confidence and to no other use. That the said Richard Reynell, his 
executors, administrators, and assigns shall so order, dispose, and convey the same Advowson, as by the last Will and Testament of John l^ravers of 
Farringdon, Clerk, shall therein be expressed and declared, as by the same writing more plainly appeareth : Item, I, the said John Travers, do, by this 
my last Will and Testament, express f nd declare that, according to the intent and true meaning of the last recited Deed, the said Richard Reynell, his 
executors, and assigns, shall present unto the said Rectory and Church of Farringdon aforesaid, the aforenamed Elias Travers, my son, if that it please 
God he be thi>n living at my death. If that it happen the said Elias to die, leaving me the said John Travers, then the said Richard Reynell, his 
executors, administrators, and assigns is to present to the said Rectory and Church of Farringdon such a Clerk as my Executrix, hereafter named, shall 
nominate and appoint. Item, I do give and bequeath unto my Wife Alice All the corn and grain now growing upon the Glebe Land belonging to the 
said Rectory. Item, I give and bequeath unto my Wife Alice Travers all other my goods and chatt«>lls whatsoever. Moreover, I do ordain and appoint 
the said Alice my Wife, to be my Executrix of this my last Will and Testament. Item, I do appoint my sons Elias Travers, Samuel Travers, and my 
son-in-law Richard Jarvis to be overseers of this my last Will and Testament to be hf Iping and assisting to my Executrix. In witness whereof to this 
my last Will and Testament I the said John Travers hath set to my hand and seal* the day and year above written—JoHir Tsatsbs. Witness hereunto 
Rich. Jarvvs, test* — John Underbill. — Proved in the Principal Registry of the Lord Bishop of Exeter on the 10th day of November, 1620, by Alice 
Travers, Widow and Relict of deceased, the sole Executrix named in the Will, to whom Administration was granted, she having been first sworn duly to 
administer.

Alios Tbavebs, surviving her husband scarcely two years, died and was buried at Faringdon between the 10th and 28th of June, 1622. Her son 
Elias vacated the rectory-house on the 6th Feb., 1622, firom which date until her death she probably occupied it by allowance of the new rector, William 
Biirtholomew, who was then a young unmarried man. As widow of John Travers, daughter of John Hooker, and first cousin to "the judicious" Richard 
Hooker, apart from the quaintness of its bequests and its value genealogically, we thivSi her will of sufficient interest to be also given verbatim : — 

*< In the name of God, Amen : The Tenth day of June in the year of our Lord God 1622, 1 Aucs Tsatbbs of Fabbivgdom in the County of Devon, 
Widow, being something weak of body, but, I thank God, perfect of memory, do make this my last Will and Testament in the manner and form follow- 
ing. First, 1 bequeath my Soul into the hands of Almighty God my heavenly Father who gave it, through the merits of Jesus Christ who redeemed it, 
and my body to the earth from whence it came in hope of a joyful resurrection through Jesus Christ our Lord and only Saviour, Amen. Now concerning 
my goods and chatties, I do give and bequeath in manner and form following. Imprimis, I give and bequeath unto my son Samuel Travers one silver 
Boole ungilt, and the sum of Six Pounds which he oweth unto me. Item, I do give and bequeath unto my son John Travers one silver salt parcell gilt, 
with a cover, and half a doxen of silver spoons with Lyons Head, and also one feather bed which is in the broad chamber, with the furniture, that is 
to say, one feather bolster, one pair of nistain pillows, one pair of blankets and one coverlett. Item, I give unto my son John Travers his Wife one 
pursland Dish which is in my Cubberd. Item, I give and bequeath unto my three daughters all my apparel, linen and woollen, to be equally divided 
betwixt them, and the Rick of hard wood and faggots whi<di standeth in my son in law Richard Jarvis his growud, to be equally divided betwixt them. 
Item, I give unto my daughter Susan Sheerest my wedding Ring, she to have the use of it during her life, and after to leave the same to her daughter 
Anne Sheerea. Item, I give and bequeath to my daughter Elizabeth Jarvys, one piece of gold which is iu my Coffer called a Spurriall, and she to leave 
the same to her daughter Elizabeth. Item, I give and bequeath unto my daughter Anne Germon one Crampe Ring of gold which is in my Coffer. Item, 
whereas there was given by my husband John Travers unto my daughter Anne in marriage with John Germon these goods hereafter named, that is to 
say, the greatest brass Pott, the greatest brass Pan, a childbed Chaffer of brass, one dyaper Table Cloth, one dyaper Counterpane, one dyaper Towel, one 
dozen of Napkins, one pair of fine holland childbed sheets and three holland Pillow-ties, which lyeth altogether in the end of my Chest, in my own bed 
chamber : Item, my Will is that the said goods so given by my said husband to the said Anne shall within one month after my death be delivered by 
my Executor h^-reailer named unto the said John Germon and Anne his Wife. Item, I do give and bequeath unto the said Anne Germon one bearing 
Blanket, one face cloth and two double holland Kercheifes being in my Coffer. Item, I give and bequeath unto Anne Sheeres the daughter of the said 
Susan Sheeres the sum of Ten Pounds of lawful money of England, to be paid unto the said Anne when she shall accompUsh the age of xxi years: and if it 
shall happen the said Ann Sheeres to die before she shall accomplish the age of one and twenty years, then my Will is that the said Ten pounds shall 
remain and be paid unto the said Susan Sheeres her Mother. And my Will is that my Executor shall take the charge of the said Ann Sheeres until she 
shall accomplish the age aforesaid. Item, I give and bequeath unto William Sheeres the son of my daughter Susan Sheeres the sum of Five Pounds, to 
be paid unto him within one year after my decease. Item, I give and bequeath unto Ralph Sheeres, brother unto the said W"^, xxx*, to be pud unto him 
at the expiration of his apprenticeship, and [in] the meantime to be employed by my said Executor to the best use for the said Ralph. Item, I give and 
bequeath unto all the rest of my children's children, the three before named only excepted, x* each of them, to be paid them within one month after my 
decease. Item, I g^ve and bequeatii unto the Poor of Farringdon, to remain for a stock for ever, the sum [of] xl*. Item, All the rest of my goods not 
before given and bequeathed, my debts, legacies and funeral expenoes paid, I do by this my last Will and Testament give and bequeath unto my son 
Walter Travers, whom I do ordain and appoint to be my Executor of this my last Will and Testament. All former Wills I do revoke, and I appoint and 
ordain George Tanner, Gent., and my two son in laws John Germon and Richard Jervys to be supervisors of this my last Will and Testament, to be 
helpful to my Executor to see the same duly performed. In witness whereof I the said Alice Travers have to this my last Will and Testament set my 
hand and sod' hereon the day and year above written. — Sig^ Aliclb Tbayxbb. In the presence of the Witnesses hereunto — Richard Jervys — Sig" 
Philippi Force. Proved in the Archdeaconry Court of Exeter on the 28th June 1622 by Walter Travers the Executor. Inventory dxxx" vi^*."

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Elias Tbitbbs, eldest of the four bodb of John Travers, Rector of Farin^don, oo. Devon, entered at Emmannel College, Cambridf^e, previons to the 
year 1602; took his B.A. degrree and was elected Fellow in 1604-5, M.A. 1608, B.D. 1615, and D.D 1620. Presented by his father's trustee to the 
Rectory of Faringdon on the 21st Nov., 1620, he resigned it on or before 6 Fel)., 1621-2, and appears to liaTS retired to Cambridge, wliere, in 1625, he 
wrote (in Latin) two gratnlatory odes, one on the accession, the other on the marriage of Charles I. In 1628 he accepted a college living, the Rectory 
of Thnicaston, oo. Leicester, where he resided nntil his death on 6 Oct., 1641. He lived and died unmnrried, and was buried at Thnrcaston. In his will 
dated 2 Oct., 1641, (with codicil dated " the second daye of October at night in the yeare aforesaid,") and proved in London by bis nephew and executor, 
William Sheeres, 28 Dec, 1641, he bequeaths: — "To the right honorable and most reverend James' by God's providence Lord Primate of Armagh and Mr. 
Thomas Gattaker Parson of Rotherhithe," a thousand pounds charged on his estate at Anstye, co. Leicester, *' towards the redeeming of an impropriation 
or appropriate church in the kingdome of Ireland, to be restored and made presentative for ever ; beseeching them that they would be pleased to take 
uppon them the care to see the same so bestowed and the full right and perpetuity of presentation to be conveyed and settled upon Trinity OoUedge in 
the kingdome of Ireland." — To his brother Samuel Travers, all his " lands, tenements and hereditrtments scituate and beinge w^^in the Town of Notting- 
ham*." — "To the poore of the parish of Thnrcaston soe many newe Bibles with the Cofnon Prayer as my Executor shall thinke meete, and five pounds in 
money." — " To the poore of Mountsorrell fyftie of the like Bibles with the Coinon Prayer, and forty shillings in money, to be distributed at the dis- 
crec5n of M' John WiUowes the Curate there. The w'^'* five pounds and forty shillings I will have soe distributed upon the daye of my funerall, and the 
Bibles within one quarter of a yeare after, unles I dispose for the said poore of Mountsorrell the sfud bookes in my lifetime." — " To the poore of the 
Burrough of Leicester twenty of the like Bibles yearly to be distributed at the discrecon of Mr. John Angell the Confrater of William Wig^tone'a 
Hospitall in Leicester, andof Mr. Thomas White the Vicar of St. Martin's in Leicester, and of their and either of their successors for the tyme being, 
yearly and every yeare dueringe the space of twenty yeares next after my decease. And for the due and better performance thereof my executors shall 
paye, or cause to be payed to the said M' John Angell and Mr. Thomas White and their and either of their successors, six pounds, thirteene shillings, 
foure pence of like money at the feast dayes of the Annunciation of the Blessed Virgin St. Mary and St. Michell the Archangell by even and equall por- 
tions. And moreover my Executors shall scale and deliver his or their bonde to George Martin of the said Borough draper, Edmond Cradocke, Samuell 
Wanley, and William Brewin of the same Borous^h mercers, with condition under written, for the true payment of the said six pounds, thirteene shillings, 
foure pence yearely in manner aforesaid, for and during the said twenty yeares for the uses of the said poore and for noe other use. Provided alwayes 
that the said M' John Angell and M' Thomas White and their successors doe make, scale, and deliver to the use of my Executor makeing such payment 
one or more acquittance or acquittances testefying their receipt accordingly from tyme to tyme dureing the said twenty yeares." — ^To his servants Francis 
Wilson and Elizabeth Johnson each of them five pounds. — ^To his servants Thomas Adcock and Henry Beebe twenty six shillings eight pence. — ^"To my 
brother Samuel Travers the brasen watch w^^ the alarum w<^^ hangeth in my chamber. To my brother Walter my mathematique instruments, viz. 
quadrant, sector, compasses, and astrolabe of brasse. To my sister Anne my silver watch. I give to my cosen' Thomas Travers of Magdalen College 
Cambridge one parcell of my bookes, the Catalogue whereof I have subscribed with my owne hande for him. And whereas Emanuell Colledge in Cam- 
bridge hath twenty pounds due unto me uppon bonde from M' Golly, or the bonde whereby the same xx'^ is due in their custody to my use, I bequeath 
the said twenty pounds to their Clarke my ymediate successor, parson of Thnrcaston, towards the reparation of the defects and of the late decayes in my 
parsonage. In connderation of which legacie I have good hope that my successor wilbe soe fully satisfied as never to question my Executor for any pre- 
tended delapidations. And therefore I ordaine and institute my immediate successor to be my executor in this particular, for to aske and have the sayd 
twenty pounds. Item, I bequeath to M' Richard Richardson of Leicester, Clarke, my doth gowne. Item, to my two sisters Susanna ' and Elizabeth 
each of them twenty pounds, and to my brother John Travers I bequeath the King of Spaines Bible in eight volumes. All the rest of my lands, goods, 
credits &c. remaining unbequeathed, I give and bequeath to my cosen (i.e. nephew) WiUiam Sheards (Sheeres), whom I name, ordaine, and institute to be 
the Executor of this my last Will. In witness whereof I have hereunto sett my hand and scale. — E. Tbavsbs." The witnesses to the will are three of 
the servants to whom legacies are bequeathed, and one Peter Whitehead. The books left to Thomas Travers of Magdalen College, Cambridge, were, 
Mhetun Opera, Or., Lot.; Diogeneg Laertius, &r.. Lot. ; QuintUliani Opera ; Epigrammata, Or., Lot. ; and Basiingius [oa the"] Caiheeisme. The codicil, 
drawn up a few hours subsequently in the presence of the three servants only, simply reduces his sisters' legacies, and alters the gift to his brother John 
Travers to " the Hebrewe Bible and Greeke Testament bound together, and my gould ringc." 

Sakttel Tbatsbs, second son of John Travers, Rector of Faringdon, oo. Devon, by Alice his wife, was bom previous to the year 1590, and matricu - 
lated as a pensioner at Sidney Sussex College, Cambridge, 5 July, 1601. He took his B.A. degree in 1606-7, and then removed to Magdalen College, 
proceeding M.A. in 1610. On 9 Feb., 1615, he was admitted by the Bishop of Exeter to the Vicarage of Thorverton, co. Devon, on the decease of PhiUip 
Turner the last incumbent, having been presented thereto by Ludovic Heyman of Dunchideock, co. Devon, Gent., to whom the next presentation had 
been conveyed by William Hellier, Rector of Dunchideock, Canon of Exeter Cathedral, and Archdeacon of Birnstaple^. He was afterwards prosented to 
the Vicarage of Littleham, co. Devon, probably by the Dean and Chapter of Exeter ; and on 13 MaVt 1625, a dispensation was issued permitting him to 
hold that living together with that of Thorverton, he being at the same time private chaplain to Richard Lord Robartes. In 1629 (2 Oct.) he became 
a prebendary of Exeter. In 1641, on the decease of his brother Elias, he inherited a considerable portion of the family property at Nottingham, which 
was first acquired by his grandfather, Walter Travers the goldsmith, and by him bequeathed to his sons in 1575. This property he held until his death, 
when it passed, as will be seen, to his eldest son, Zachary Travers. Being a devoted Royalist he suffered much for his loyalty during the civil wars, and 
was sequestered by the committee of Devon for delinquency about November, 16 yd. Walker in his " SuiTeringf of the Clergy" says, " he was also 
barbarously turned out of his house, when he was in such a weak and languishing condition, that he was forced to be supported by two persons, and died 
in about a fortnight after'." But this assertion is untrue, for he survived his ejectment from Thorverton nearly two years, and died about the middle of 
June, 1648 1'. He was twice married, and had issue by both wives: by the first five sons, Zachary, Thomas, Samuel, Henry, and Edward; by the second 
(Elizabeth) several children, mere infants at the time of his decease, whose Christian names have not been recovered. His will, preserved in the District 
Registry of the Court of Probate, Exeter, is as follows : — 

" In the name of God, Amen. I Samitel Tbayebs op Thobtebton, in the County of Devon, Clerk, being sick and weak of body but in perfect 
mind and memory, praised be God, do make this my last Will and Testament in manner and form following : First, I bequeath my soul unto Almighty 
God which gave it unto me (waiting with full assurance of the gracious promise of God of a happy and joyful resurrection unto eternal life) and my 
body to christian burial. Item, I give and bequeath unto my eldest son Zachary Travers, All my Lands lying and being in Nottingham, to him and hu 
heirs for ever. Item, I give and bequeath unto my son Samuell Travers, the sum of Twenty Shillings to buy him a ring, if he come and claim it. Item, 
I give and bequeath unto my son Thomas Travers my second best Book in my Library. Item, I give and bequeath unto my son Henry Travers the sum 
of Twenty Pounds to be paid to him two years afber my decease. Item, I g^ve and bequeath unto my son Edward Travers, the sum of Forty Shillings 
to be paid one year after my decease, if he come and claim it. Item, I give and bequeath unto my brother John Travers, any one Book that he will

Zachabt Tbavbbs*", son and heir of Samuel Travers, Yicar of Thorverton, and senior male representative of his great-grandfather, Walter Travers 
the goldsmith, was doubtless of age previous to his father's decease in 1648. On 16 May, 1653, being " lawfully seized in his demeasne as of fee of and 
in one messuage or tenement, with divers houses, edifices, and appurtenances situate in the towne of Nottingham, late in the occupation of Elizabeth 
Linley widow (under an unexpired lease for twenty-one years from Elias Travers, D.D.) at the yearly rent of v"," he conveyed the same to Richard 
Whitby of Nottingham, Upholsterer, and his heirs for ever". He is mentioned in the will of his uncle, John Travers, Vicar of Brixham, co. Devon, dated 
21 Dec, 1655, thus : — " Item, I give and bequeath unto my loveing cosen M' Zachaiy Travers my French Bible togeather with the rest of my French ^^^ 
Bookes." As to how he settled in life, whether he ever married, or what became of him after this date, we cannot conjecture ; nor for what reason, out 
of his large library, his uncle should have specially left him books in the French language. Possibly he may have been attached to some foreign embassy ^^^^-^ d ^f^U 'j 
and have died abroad. i^ f (^^^ f\ 

Thomas Tbaybbs, second son, was educated for the Church. He matriculated at Magdalen College, Cambridge, in 1637, took his B.A. degree in 
1640-1, and M.A. 1644. He is said to have married a niece of " the noble Lord Robartes,'' but whether that nobleman was Richard Lord Robartes, his 
father's patron, or his son John Lord Robartes, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland in 1679, has never been satisfactorily explained. Calamy, the younger, in his 
"Nonconformist Memorial," says, *'Mr. Thomas Travers Fellow of Magdalene College Cambridge, a holy, active person, and a lively preacher much cele- 
brated in this country and the neighbouring parts, was for some time Lecturer of St. Andrews in Plymouth and assistant to Mr. George Hughes. He vras 
thence called to St. Columb Major, Cornwall, where he was very useful till the Bartholomew Act silenced him." But the truth is, John Beaufort, M.A. of 
Exeter College, Oxford, was illegally ejected from St. Columb Major by Cromwell's triers in 1652, and Thomas Travers of Magdalen College substituted ; 
John Beaufort being again restored in 1662<^. We are entirely ignorant of the after history of Thomas Travers, of the date of his death, and of the number 
of bis children. Calamy asserts that he had a son Elijah, who b^me pastor of a congregation in Dublin ; and if so, he may probably be identified with an 
Elias Travers who was admitted M.A. at Cambridge by Royal Letters in 1675. Of the history of the younger sons of Samuel Travers of Thorverton, 
beyond the mere fact that they were living in 1648, we have discovered nothing. 

JoHir Tbaybbb, third son of the Rector of Faringdon of that name, matriculated as a pensioner at Sidney Sussex College, Cambridge, 6 July, 1610, 
and proceeded B.A. in 1618-14. He was soon afterwards ordained, and on 19 Dec, 1617, was presented by the King to the Vicarage of Brixham, with 
the chapels of Churston and Eingsweare, co. Devon p, and was admitted by the Bishop of Exeter 28th Dec. following. The diocesan institution books 
state the vacancy to have been caused by the resignation of William Sheerest the last incumbent, who, as shewn in the pedigree (n, 24), had married 
Susan Travers, aster to his successor. John Travers married (perhaps a sister of William Sheeres) previous to 10th June, 1622, for his wife appears as 
a legatee under a will of that date, viz. that of his mother, Alice Travers of Faringdoo, (p. 29). By this wife, who died between 1648-55, he had seven 
children, three sons and four daughters, Henry, Raleigh, Qiles, Mary, Millian, Phillip, and Dorothy Travers. Purchasing (or acquiring in right of his 
wife) considerable property in the neighbourhood of his living, and (in 1634-5) inheriting part of the estate of his uncle, Walter Travers, B.D., at Notting- 
ham, he lived until the outbreak of the civil war in comparatively afflnent circumstances, formed an extensive library, and became a learned man and an 
eloquent preacher. But like his brother Samuel, his fervent s)'mpathy with the Royalist cause attracted the attention of the parliamentary committee, 
and in or about 1645-7 he was ejected from his vicarage. Wdker, in his *' Sufierings of the Gergy," gives the following narrative of the shifts he was 
put to for tho next ten years : — 

*'The causes and reasons of this excellent person's sequestration, were not all of the same kind. The chief and fundamental one waa his unshaken 
loyalty : which as it was of itself enough to have rendered him obnoxious in those times, so it was more especially criminal in him, after he had by 
a handsome and becoming reproof, for some ill things which she had done, stirred up the resentment of a certain gentlewoman of his parish, who was 
nearly related to some of the great men then in power, and made use of that alliance to the wicked purpose of gratifying her revenge, by getting Mr. 
Travers turned out of his living. And to this must be added a Third cause; which was, that a certain person who could comply with the times, had 
married the waiting maid of a family nearly related to some of the leading men in those days and wanted a good living; and accordingly Brixham was 
pitched upon to gratify him. 

" Before Mr. Travers was actually turned out, he had been disturbed in his church, during the time of Divine Service, by some of the Parliament 
soldiers; and after he was dismissed from it, his successor, Mr. Morris, would not allow him to reside in a small part of the Vicaridge House, so long as 
till he could conveniently remove his Family ; and more particularly, as I have been told, denied him so much as to let his books remain in the Vicaridge 
House, at which 'tis said the Good Old Gentleman wept; though, in truth, this very hardship was a Favour not common in those days: For others of 
the intruders would not allow either the Books or any other of the Goods to go out of the House. This Mr. Morris continued in the Living about two or 
three years; and then dying was succeeded by one Eempster, a very sorry fellow, especially if compared with Mr. Travers, and one of the sufferers 
mentioned in the Ahridgemewt (Caltimy** of Salter's XAfe). Nor can I find he was a whit less cruel to the Family of his sequestered predecessor than 
Mr. Morris had been. For when poor Mrs. Travers (who if I can conjecture right, had by her ill usage been provoked to speak some hard words to him) 
attended him for her fifths, he offered to pay her Five Pounds, if she would keep a better tongue in her head : to which when she replyed. That sh9 
thought the loosert might have leave to speak, he turned her away without either paying her the Five Pounds, or any other Fifths for ever after. 

*' But although the two intruders dealt thus unmercifally with him, while they were eating his bread, and that of his wife and seven children, yet 
his great excellent character extorted a respect from some of those very Gentlemen of the neighbourhood, who wished as well to the Rebellion as either 
Mr. Morris, or Mr. Eempster had done. And accordingly the very brother-in-Law of the Gentlewoman, whose revenge had been a chief occasion of Mr. 
Travers's sufferings, took compassion on him ; and though otherwise covetous enough yet he opened his hand to poor Mr. Travers under his sufferings : 
And indeed he gave a very good reason for it; having declared that he believed him to be as good a man as lived on God's earth. By the charity of this 
gentleman, and the help of a small school, first at Churston Ferrars, and afterwards at Kings- Weare (two Daughter Churches of this Parish) he lived 
some time with his numerous Family ; until at length, another Gentleman (a Relation likewise to the very lady who had got him turned out, and 
a well-wilier also to the Rebellion) procured him the Liberty of preaching at a little place near Brentford in Middlesex. 

"This the Gentleman meant him as a favour, and therefore Mr. Travers was no less obliged to him than if he had reaped the benefit of it, which he 
did not. For some time after, the Gentleman meeting him, asked htm what he had for supplying the Cure ; to which Mr. Travers readily answered. 
That he had very much: 'For,' said he, 'I never preached to a more attentive people in my lile:' 'but,' saith the Gentleman, 'what do they pay youP'

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'Sir J. Harrey/ reply'd Mr. TrarerB, ' tbrice invited me to dinner:' 'but that/ returned the Gentleman, 'is no muntenance.' 'Sir/ said Mr. Travera, 
to this effect* * I thank God, and yoo, that I may preach the Goepel : I have dined to day, and God will provide for to-morrow.' At this place the Person 
who sent me these informations saw him. With a few Buttons to his doublet, a great pin to keep his breeches together, and a blue leather point to keep 
the sole and the over-leather of one of his shoes together ; Notwithstanding which, he was at that time one of the most chearful men in the company : 
so much resignation. Humility, Contentedness, Sweetness of Temper, and Calmness of Mind discovered itself, both in his Countenance and Actions. 

'* How long he continued at that Place, I know not ; but at length his great learning and excellent Qualities became known to Mr. Rous of Eaton, 
who got him removed to a small place of £40 a-year in the Isle of Wight, where he died. He was a man of a primitive simplicity, incomparably learned, 
and painfull in his calling, of an humble, affable and courteous temper, of a most sweet and pleasant converse, of most strict Temperance, and of a moat 
exemplaiy life : All which excellent qualities made him exceedingly beloved, both at this Living, and that where be died, insomuch that the people of the 
Latter place wrote a letter of thanks to Bir. Rous and desired him to send them another such, if he could tell where to find him'.*' The Mr. Rous here 
mentioned was the celebrated Francis Rons, who was made Provost of Eton by authority of the Parliament in 1643, and died at Acton, near London, on 
the 7th Jan., 1658; the "small place" in the Isle of Wight being the Perpetual Curacy of St. Helen's, Isle of Wight, then and now in the gift of Eton 
College. At thb place, with his three unmarried daughters, he appears to have spent the remumng portion of his life; here he made his w3l, and here 
doubtless he was buried : — 

'^Vicesimo die Decembris. Anno Domiid xdcly. In the Kame of God, Amen. I John Tbatsbs, Clerke, Curate of the Parish of St. Hellene in 
the Isle of Wight, being (I praise God) of perfect minde and memory, doe make this my last Will and Testament in manner and forme following : First 
of all, I commend my Soull unto God my Maker, Redeemer, and Sanctifyer, and my Body to ihe Earth, in sure and certaine hope of resurrection to 
a blessed immortality. As for the temporall Estate which God of his bounty hath beene pleased to give and leave unto me, I doe thus dispose of it : 
Imprimis, I doe give and bequeath unto my Sonne Henry Travers my Scale Ring and my Hebrew Bible*. Item, I doe give unto him my Latine Bible 
of Junius and Trevellius' Translations with marginall Notes. Item, I doe give and bequeath unto my Sonne Raleigh Travers Five pounds. Item, I give 
and bequeath unto my Sonne Giles Travers Twenty shillings to buy him a Ring. Item, I give and bequeath to my Daughter Mary Heale Ten pound^ to 
be paid within one year after my decease. Item, 1 doe give and bequeath unto my sister M'* Anne Jacob" Twenty shillings to buy her a Ring. Item, 
I give and bequeath unto my loveing Cozen* M' Zachury Travers my French Bible, togeather with the rest of my Frendi Bookes. Item, I give and 
bequeath unto my Niece Anne Travers, Daughter of my deceased Brother Walter Travers, Fifty pounds whicli I left in the hands of M' John Porter of 
Taunton in Somersetshire. Item, I give and bequeath unto my Nephews Walter Travers, John Travers, and Thomas Travers, Sonnes of my said Brother 
Walter Travers, a third part of my Bookes (those formerly bequeathed excepted). Iteoa, I doe give and bequeath unto Grace Stocker Twenty shilUngv, 
if she live in my service at the time of my decease. Item, I doe give unto Philip Travers, Dorothy Travers, and Millian Travers, my Daughters, my 
house in Kingsweare, my Mills at Brixham Kay with the Cellar and other the app'tenances, as also my part of the Common Meadow adioyninff. Item, 
I doe give and bequeath unto my said Daughters Philip, Dorothy, and Millian my two Closes of ground in Mill Lane, and alsoe I doe give and oequeath 
vnto them my said Daughters Philip, Dorothy, and Millian ray grounds neare Eingstone, commonly called the Church Lands in the Parish of Brixham 
and County of Devon, dureing the terme which I have in all the p*'misses respectively ; and my will is that they shall have and enioy all the foresaid 
Tenements ioyntly, and in case any one of them dye, I doe ordaine that the two which survive shall have and inioy all the said p'ticulars ; and if two of 
them dye, she who survives shall have the whole estate. All the rest of my goods and chattells, moueable and immoueable, I doe give and bequeath vnto 
my said Daughters, Phihp Travers, Dorothy 'I'ravers, and Millian Travers, whom I doe make and constitute Executrixes of this my last Will and Testa- 
ment. In witnes whereof I have hereunto sett my hand and scale the day and yeare above written. — J<^ Tbavebs — in the presence of James Mallett-^ 
William Saubery -(- bis marke. — This Will was Proved at London, the tenth day of June One thousand, six hundred, fifty nine, before the Judges for 
Probate of Wills and granting Administrations lawfully authorized, by the Oath of Millian Travers, one of the Executrixes named in the said Will, to 
whom Administration of all and nngular the goods, chattells, and debts of the said deceased was committed, she being first swome truely to administer 
the same. Power being reserved to Dorothy leavers, the other Executrix^ named in the said Will, to take the lyke Probate and Administration when she 
shall come and legally demand y* same." 

Of the after history of the children of John Travers nothing is known beyond what has been given in the pedigree (p. 24). His eldest son, Henry 
Travers, in all probability ended his days as a priest vicar chorfu of Exeter Cathedral, where, on the same stone which recorded the decease of his uncle, 
Walter Travers, Rector of Pitminster, formerly existed the following inscription* : —

Wai/tsx Tb AYSB8, fourth and youngest son of John Travers, Rector of Faringdon, co. Devon, matriculated as a pensioner at Sidney Sussex College, 
Cambridge, 28 March, 1615-16. Removing thence to Emmanuel College, he proraeded B.A. in 1618. He is named in his father's wUl, dated 1 Mar., 
1618-19, and appears as sole executor to that of his mother, 10 June, 1622. On the 8th Feb., 1634-5, he was presented by King Charles I. to the 
Rectory of Steeple Ashton, Wilts., and a few months later (16 July, 1635) to the Vicarage of Wellington in Somersetshire. How long he remained there 
is uncertain, but previous to the year 1640 we find him Rector of Pitminster, co. Somerset, and one of the chaplains in ordinary to the King. At Pit- 
minster, on the ISth July, 1640, he made his will, being led to do so not on account of age or infirmity, but, us he says, by the prevailing sickness in 
those parts being remind^ of his mortality. He bequeathed to his brother, Samuel Travers of Thorverton, the best book in his study, and to his brother 
John, ** rector" of Brixham, the pick of the remaining works. To his sister, Anne Jacob, he left a small bequest, and divided the residue of his "goods, 
chattels, plate, linen, money and money due," between his four children, Walter, John, Thomas, and Anne Travers, who were then under age. He 
appointed as his executors his brothers John and Samuel, and humbly requested his well-beloved friends, Mr. Chamerton Cotton and Mr. Anmdeacon 
Cotton, to be overseers. Instead of being carried off by the then prevailing sickness, he outlived the making of his will some five or six years, and died, at 
a not very advanced age, on 7 April, 1&&. We cannot say when or whom he married, but there is every reason for supposing that his wife died some 
}ears betore him. His children were all living in 1655, as appears by the will of his brother and surviving executor, John Travers; and one of them, 
1'homas Travers, may probably have been the individual of that name who entered at Brasenose College, Oxford, and took his B.A. degree 15 Jan., 
1656-7. Walter Travers was buried in Exeter Cathedral, where a century back au inscription (then almost illegible) remmned to his memory : —

The three daaghters of John I'rayers of Faringdon were all living in 1641, in which year they appear as legatees nnder the will of their brother 
Klias ; but two of tliem, Sosim and Elizabeth, probably died before 1648. Susan had issue by her hasband, William Sbeeres, two sons and a daughter, 
William, Ralph, and Anne Sheerea, all bom previous to the year 1622. Elizabeth, by her husband Richard Jarvis, or Jervis, bad a daughter Elizabeth, 
and poflsibly several other children. But Anne, the youngest, although twice married, would seem to have died childless. In concluding our account of 
this family, it occurs to us that we have passed over Humphry Travers and his sister Anne, the youngest children of Walter Travers the goldamitb, 
without a word or remark, but the fact is that in respect of them we have nothing to add to the few facts stated in the pedigree on p. 24. Should any 
antiquarian friend glancing through this very rough sketch, be reminded of some interesting fact in his possession not here referred to, we beseech him to 
communicate it to us in as brief a noto as may suit bis convenience, and we can assure him beforehand of our heartiest thanks*.

Chbistofheb Tbatbbs of Chaldon, in his will mentioned above, leaves very many bequests to churches and religious bodies for the health of his soul, 
and among gifts to personal friends, specially includes one to an individual whom he describes as " my fellow servant of my Lord of Canterbury," whose 
name, unfortunately, in the abstract before us (probably from illegibility) is not given. After bequeathing to his eldest son, Thomas Travers, all his 
lands at Staplehurst, co. Kent, and providing for bis then wife Margaret, he gives to each of his younger children a good pecuniary leg^y, and appointe 
as his executors " Sir Rob. Birchall, parish priest of Sandwiche," and his eldest son. He desires the Lord Abbot of Feversham to act as overseer, and 
bequeaths to him, for his labour, the sum of ten pounds and all his costs and charges. The chief peculiarity of his will consists in ite being dated at Chal- 
don, 3 Oct., 1519, but not executed until the last day of May, 1520, in the palace at Canterbury. 

Thomas, son of Christopher Travers, by will dated at Minsterworth, co. Glouc, 20 Aug., 1558, desires to be buried in the parish church of Minster- 
worth, next to the body of one Thomas Perkyns, who may have been his wife's father or brother. He bequeaths to Joane his wife his farm at 
Minsterworth, and that at Chaldon to his son, John Travers. The rest of his children receive legaries to a considerable amount, and among them is 
named " my son Richard Ollyver," whom we have taken to be the husband of Catherine Travers, her two sisters being then unmarried. Thomas Travers 
does not mention the estete bequeathed to him by his father at Staplehurst, from which one would gather that he had sold it previous to his settlement at 
Minsterworth ; yet there remains a fact in respect of this inheritence which may eventually prove of the highest importance in tracing the early bistory 
of his family. As we have already steted in our account of the Travers's Merchant-Tailors, (p. 18,) scarcely nine months had elapsed from the execution 
of the will of Christopher Travers, (31 May, 1520,) when Richard Travers, citizen and Merchant-Tailor of ComhiU, London, accompanied by one " Thomas 
Ffoule (PFoulkes) late of London, gentleman," entered in et armie into certain lands at Steplehurst, in the occupation of Henry Roberthes, or Roberts, 
and endeavoured to obtain possession. Upon this the said Henry Roberts commenced an action for trespass against Richard Travers and his friend, 
wldch is entered on the Coram Rege Roll, Easter Term, 14 Hen. VIII., (m. 23,) Hud roughly absfcracted reads thus: — "Rent. — Richard Travers, citizen 
and tiulor of London, was summoned to answer to Henry Roberts wherefore he, together with Thomas Ffoule late of London, gentleman, had broken 
into the premises of the said Henry at Staplehurst, and damaged his growftag crops, &c., to the value of one hundred shillings. Then came the said 
Henry and sought to prove by John Ffoule, bis attorney, thnt the said trespass was committed by the said Richard on the fourth day of February in the 
twelfth year of the present reign, (4 Feb., 12 Hen. VIII., 1521). And the aforesaid Richard Travers appeared by John Mayne his attorney, and defended 
himself, declaring that he had a legal right to do all that he had done, and asking for a day when his cause might be heard. And the aforesud Henry 
Roberts likewise. Therefore let a jury come before the lord the king in the Octaves of the Holy Trinity next approaching, and the same day be g^nted 
to both parties^ &c." We cannot, unluckily, discover any of the evidence that may have been produced at a later hearing, among the records of the 
Trinity Term following, and therefore cannot positively assert what was the real cause of dispute between them. But taking into consideration the 
beqnesto contained in Christopher Travers's will, and the little that we know of the life of Richard Travers the Merchant-Tailor**, we are still inclined to

three surnames of Travers, Foulkes, and Roberts thrown together in a deed relating to 
one estate ; yet, in the Calendar to the Close Bolls, we find a reference (7 Will. III., 
part 12, No. 1) to an indenture tripartite, dated 14 March, 1694-5, between Josiah Yaux 
and John Ffoulkes of the one part, John Plomer and Elizabeth his wife of the second 
part, and John Travers ax^ Henry Boberti, gentleman, of the third part, relating to 
a capital messuage called Shackstone, together with a certain close called Btackfleld, 
a corn-mill, &c., all in the county of Essex. This deed ought certainly to be examined.

believe that tbe property bequeathed and tbe icene of the trespass were identical, and that some close relationship existed between these two members of 
the Travers family. We know from Richard Travers's own words, that he was bom at Maidstone, (where he also parchased a house in 1519,) and from 
that town the village of Staplehurst is but some nine miles distant. What was the degree of consanguinity between them it is difficult to conjecture ; 
but it is very possible that they were brothers, and if so, Christopher was perhaps the elder of the two. Tet not necessarily so, although he died first by 
nearly twenty years, for at his death in 1520, his second son, Ralph Travers, was an infant, while Richard Travers (who may have married later in life) 
dying in 1540, left a son of at least thirty years of age. We need scarcely add that the question is one of considerable importance, for we have every 
reason to suppose that from one or more of the several sons of Thomas Travers of Minsterworth some of the Travers families of the present day may be 
descended ; and in discovering one common ancestor for Richard and Christopher Travers we tack this branch on to a tree that may turn out to be also 
the common stock of the Travers's of Pille and of Nottingham. In addition to this, if we prove correct in our theory (see p. 17) that Bryan, brother of 
Christopher Travers of Doncaster, was that common ancestor, we shall probably strike home to the parent stem, among the Travers's of Nateby of the 
first half of the fifteenth century ^

BoxOBOYE is a parish in Sussex, about three and a-half miles north-east of Chichester. Llandyssil and Westbury, although in different counties, 
are both in tbe neighbourhood of Shrewsbury ; the former in the diocese of St. Asaph, the latter in that of Hereford. The condition attached to the 
conveyance of " the Lake" cited above, was that Robert Travers should receive daring his natural life an annual sum of forty shillings to arise therefrom, 
and this seems to have been the only approach to anything like purchase money. It is very probable, therefore, that Robert Travers was a bachelor 
brother, or cousin, of Thomas Travers of Halnaker. The will of John Travers of Levenyllis is singularly quaint, its bequests consisting chiefly of cattle 
and sheep. After giving to his eldi>st son five year-old bullocks, and to his grandchild, Mary Travers, a heifer and a sheep, he bequeaths the residue of 
his personal estate to Joyce his wife, and his brother-in-law John Poyner, in trust for the use of his two younger children, John and Dorothy. Attached 
to his will is a long schedule of debts that were owing to him, conspicuous among which appears — " my brother Richard Travers of the Lake oweth me 
xl* for five wethers, and for tbe hire of a cow for ij yeares x*, and for two porkes v*." 

We know of no thoroughly Shropshire Travers family of an early date, although many individuals of the name may constantly be met with, some 
closely connected with remarkable events in the history of tbe county, others simply resident here for a time. A "Mr. Treves" was one of the commis- 
sioners of Prince Rupert sitting at Shrewsbury on Nov. 1, 1644^ but he doubtless was a member of the Cheshire family — Sergeant M^jor John Travers, 
of Horton, who served through the whole period of the civil war, and died at his own house long afterwards, about the 20th May, 1681. Of him we 
say no more in this place, because his history and tbe history of his fiimily has yet to be compiled from the still increasing mass of documents of which 
these few scattered fragmentary pedigrees form but the first weeding. At the same time, as in every case, we should be grateful for any ever so slight 
additional facts relating to him or his descendants, that may be picked up from private MSS., deeds, records, and other inaccessible sources of informa- 
tion.— Samuel Travers " of Cotton, within the Liberties of the Town of Shrewsbury, gent.," died in 1699. By his will, dated 16 May, 1699, and proved 
in London 3rd of July following, he bequeaths to his daughters Mary and Sarah TYavers cc" each, to be realized out of his estate in the township of 
Cotton aforesaid. After making his wife (whose Christian name is not given) bis residuary legatee, he appoints as his executors his brothers-in-law 
Timothy Seymer, Edward Allen, and John Jennings. The will is exceedingly brief, and is witnessed by John Hillings, Richard Benington, and Matthew 
Travers ; the latter perhaps a son. Of the birth and parentage of Samuel Travers we can assert nothing for certain, but we have every reason to believe 
that hQ also came of the Cheshire family, being the youngest son of Matthew Travers of Beeston, co. Chester, who died in 1658, and a younger brother 
of Matthew Travers of Beeston, 1658-84. If so, he was bom at Beeston, baptized at Bunbury 12 Mar., 1648, witness to the will of his brother, proved 
3 May, 1684, and died at Cotton at the age of 51. He had eight sisters, and three of them may possibly have been the wives of his three brothers-in- 
law and executors. — John Tntvers of Shrewsbury, grocer, who died in 1731, was likewise of this fi&mily ; his will, dated 9 Jan., 1730 (0. S.), was proved 
in London 3 Nov., 1731. 

We cannot leave the neighbourhood of Shrewsbury, more especially in these days of Shakespeare-worship, without briefly referring to Tbayebb, one 
of the DramatU Persona of the " Second Part of King Henry I V.V a retainer of the Earl of Northumberland, sent from Wark worth Castle to Shrews- 
bury (in July, 1403) " to listen after news." Midway between Chester and Shrewsbury he hears a glowing account of Hotspur's victory at the battle of 
Hateley Field, and joyfully turns his horse's head towards home. But before he reaches Chester the true tale overtakes him— K>f tbe loss of the battle and

Without for one moment crediting even Shakespeare with the full weight of historic accuracy, we wish to draw attention to the fact, that the old 
Lancashire house was at this date in its prime, and for two centuries previously had hcen sending forth its sons to the army, the Church, and the house- 
holds of the great northern earls. Therefore nothing could he more probable than that a member of such a family might have been placed in the position 
chosen by our greatest dramatist for, perhaps, a creature of his brain, perchance a genuine character he mny have known of. It is singular that at the 
close of the first scene, after vainly attempting to assuage the grief of his lord, Travers disappears altogether

Welfobd is a small parish on the borders of Warwickshire and Gloucestershire, about nine miles to the north of Chtpping-Campden, in the latter 
county. And, taking Chipping-Campden for the centre, if we describe a circle ten miles in diameter we shall include Broadway and Evesham, oo. Wore., 
Welford and Compton-Murdak, co. Warw., and Chipping Norton, Oxon, all of them spots where branches of the Travers family formerly flourished. It 
is uncertain whether Thomas Travers spent the whole, or merely a portion of his life at Welford. We are inclined to think that his later years were 
passed in or near London, and that he may possibly be identified with Thomas Traverse, a member of the Vintners' Company, who was living in 1591. 
'If so he would also have been brother to John Travers of Wick, co. Wore., of the same date, who in turn may be identified with John Travers of Broad- 
way, who died in 1641. Philip Travers, of All Saints, Steyning, although he could not have attained a very great age at the time of his decease, yet had 
acccmiulated considerable wealth. After bequeathing to his wife a third of his personalty, and disposing of another third in legacies to friends and 
relatives, he gave portions to his two daughters out of the remainder, amounting to the, at that time, Ycry lars^e sum of a thousand pounds each. Among 
his relatives he mentions his niece, Anne Seeres, (a surname familiar to us in the family of Travers of Nottingham,) his " nephew Robert Seares, dwelling 
neare West Smithfleld, London, brother of the said Anne," and his aunt Shewbridge, of Binsted, oo. Sussex, widow. His inn called the " Flower de Luce" 
was tenanted in 1635 by his brother-in-law, John Champe, Vintner, who died previous to 29 Apr., 1636. This John Champe appears to have married 
Travers's wife's sister, who survived him, and to have had a son of the same name, who was living (a married man) in 1636. Philip Travers's real pro- 
perty consisted of a freehold estate of some value at Broughton, in the parish of Bishop's Castle, co. Salop, the " Flower de Luce," and two houses 
adjoining it in Fore-street, Stratford-le-Bow, together with a large garden and orchard, held under the manor of Stepney ; a few fields near Mucking 
Hills and at East Tilbury, co. Essex, and a house with appurtenances at Mucking, held of the king f» capite. The overseers of his will were his " loveing 
friends Mr. Augustine Phillipps" and Mr. Richard Chiverton;" and the witness "William Frithe, Sir William Page, Alphonsus Frithe, John Frithe, and 
John Hare, servant to the said Sir William." Elizabeth, widow of Philip Travers, outlived her husband but a very short time. In her will, dated at 
Stratford-le-Bow 29 Apr., 1636, and proYed 15 July following, there is nothing of particular interest, beyond a reference to her brothers, Stephen and

In Thurloe's State Papers (vol. v. p. 275) is printed a letter dated " Elhing, Aug. 15, 1656 (N. S.)," from "John Fisher to Mr. Philip Travcrs," 
giving an account of a great victory hy the Swedes and the Duke of Brandenbnrgh over the Poles, and the taking of Warsaw. The writer regrets that 
he has had no letter from Travers for a fortnight, and concludes, " Pray Qod make the Parliament a blessing to church and state." Philip, son of Philip 
Travers, must be the person here written to, and by consequence was in office under the Commonwealth, which would account for his expatriation after 
the Restoration, and his subsequent death in the island of Java. 

The following notes relating to other persons of the name, natives of Warwickshire, may be worth recording. In 1554-5 was proved in London the 
will of Alice Travers of Warwick, widow of John Travers deceased, late of the same town, dated 23 Dec., 1554. Testatrix mentions her brothers, William 
and John Hakes, her "cossyn" (nephew) John Bainolds, John Reynolds the elder, John Capper (Cooper, or Capper), Emma, wife of William Walton, 
and her loving friend Water Haley. She had three daughters, Edith, Mary, and Alice. Edith married a Mr. Stokes, Mary married Richard Onghton, 
or Houghton, and had issue two sons, John and Richaid ; while Alice, by Alexander Peeto her husband, had issue two sons and a daughter, Gabriel, 
Bartholomew, and Ursula Peeto. This last appears to have been the favourite grandchild, and consequently came in for the largest legacy, namely, her 
gratidmother's dwelling-house, "with the parcel of meadow ground called St. Nicholas's meadow," during the remainder of a long term of years. — On 
20 Oct., 1562, the will of Richard Trsves of Polesworth was proved at Lichfield by Joane, his relict, and Humphrey Trnves his son, the two executors 
therein named. — John Travers of Compton-Murilak died (probably unmarried) in 1584, leaving a sister Anne, wife of William Brayne, to whom letters of 
administration were granted at Lichfield, 28 Oct., 1584. He appears to have had a lease of free warren in Compton from Sir John Huband, Knt., who 
died about 24 Eliz., 1581»2. — At the Prerogative Court, 10 May, 1648, a commission was issued to Alice Wrimsley, tiUas Trevis, to administer the estate 
of her late husband, Nicholas Trevis of Roche, deceased. — WUliam Trevis, M.A., of Nuneaton, co. Warwick, sometime Fellow of Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, died in 1694-5. By his will dated 20 Feb., 1694 (O. S.), and proved in London 4 June, 1695, he bequeathed to Trinity College, Cambridge, fifty 
pounds for the purchase of books; to his cousin, Samuel Simpson, a like sum; to his cousin, Mrs. Mary Martin, xx"; to his maid, Mary Watts, xij^*; to 
the poor of Nuneaton iij"; and the residue of his estate, after payment of his just debts, to his cousin, Robert Simpson, Rector of Feltwell in Norfolk.

It is extremely probable that John Tbatebs of Broadway, ob. 1641-2, may be identified with a John Travers of Wick, co. Worcester, who appears 
as defendwt to the suit of one " Ffoulke Haslewood of Wick, Esq.," 23 June, 1591. From the proceedings in this case we gather that Travers had been 
nn apprentice to, or was otherwise employed by Haslewood, about 25 Eliz., 1583, and, as part of his business, disbursed considerable sums of money for 
him. Being thus indebted to Travers to a large amount, Haslewood endeavoured " to defraud him of it by color of a small payment for a debt due to 
defendant's brother Thomas Traverse', Vintner of London ; and in pretence of drawing up an acquittance for the same, plaintiff put down words of release 
lor all debts," which Travers foolishly signed. After this occurrence Haslewood refused to pay the money owing to John Travers, and the latter in con- 
sequence sued him for it, " in a three weeks court held by the steward of Sir Edward Hobbye, Ent., at Evesham, co. Worcester." To this suit Haslewood 
appeared by his attorney, and in the course of the trial, upon the steward exhibiting the acquittance, Travers became so exasperated that he snatched it 
from him and tore it in pieces. This gave rise to the suit in which Haslewood appears as plaintiff; the decision in which is not recorded in the abstract 
before us*. 

Matthew Tbatebs in his will, 16 Aug., 1680, leaves a small sum (apparently for mourning rings) to his two sistert-in-law, Rebecca and Grace

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Traven of London. Rebecca ' was, aa shewn above, the widow of William Travera of Watling-street, and Graee most have been wife or widow of John or 
Robert Travera, concerning whom nothing has been recovered subsequent to their father's death in 1641-2. Matthew Travers concludes his will with this 
exhortation, "And my great charge to afi my children [is] that they live in love and amity on[e] with the other. And be aydeing and assisting each 
other in all offices of Love and Friendship.^' As regards the old house so frequently mentioned, we are assured by a fHend who frequently visited it, 
that there was a " White Hart Inn" at Broadway some ten years since, but as it does not appear in the last edition of the Worcestershire Directory, we 
presume that its name has been changed.

DAtiTON Tbatebs was the ancient name for that part of the township of Dalton which belonged to the Travers family ; Dalton proper, together 
with the lordship of the manor, having been vested in Roger de Aske and his descendants. It formed part of the parish of Eirkby-Ravensworth, in the 
North Riding of Yorkshire, (the nearest town being Richmond,) and is said to be represented at the present day by the tract of country called Gayles. 
Warin Travers was probably the first of his name who settled there, and acquired the estate, as we think, by his marriage with an heiress, closely 
related to the Aske family. In the Collectanea TopoffrofhicOy among the charters of Marrick Priory, there are many grants of land in this neighbour- 
hood which contain internal evidence tending to shew that such relationship existed, but which do not clearly direct one to any positive proof. After 
starting theory upon theory, and gravely, though unsuccessfully, weighing the arguments in favour of each, with nothing to rely on but undated 
documents, we put aside the question for a more convenient season. 

The little that we are really sure of as regards this branch, drawn from some of the driest and most tedious of Latin records, may be comprised in 
a few words. Upon the founding of Marrick Priory by Roger de Aske, Warin Travers helped to endow it, by giving to the nuns in pure and perpetual 
charity two bovates of his land in Dalton, with every right thereto appertaining ; and this grant was afterwards confirmed by Robert his son and heir. 
In 21 Hen. III., 1236-7, Robert Travers had succeeded to the estate, for in that year he appears as defendant to the suits of the Prioress of Marrick, the 
Abbot of St. Agatha, and Alice wife of Robert Arundel, concerning certain rights of common, &c., at Silling and Marrick. A few years later he set 
about enclosing his land by making a ditch of some length to divide it from the property of his neighbours. But these latter very seriously objected to 
such a proceeding, as it robbed them of a short cut to outlying farms of their own. At York, in 1246, " Robert Travers was charged with unjustly dis- 
seizing the Prioress of Marrick of her freehold in Dalton, and also with having made a certain ditch in Dalton Travers to the injury of the siud prioress. 
The prioress declared that the said ditch prevented access to her common pasture in Dalton ; but Robert Travers asserted that she held no land in that 
township in demesne, because she had previously demised it to one Adam de Hnggehall. The jury found that the said Robert ought not to have con- 
structed the said ditch, for a certain woman named Isabel still held a messuage in Dalton at will of the said prioress, who must have access thereto. But 
the said Robert had not disseized the said prioress of her freehold, and therefore stood acquitted of the charge**." One Conan de Mersk and several 
others felt equally aggrieved, and the obnoxious boundary was therefore ordered to be removed. In 36 Hen. III., 1252, Robert Travers was fined two 
marks for himself and William, son of Gilbert, his servant, and Warin, son of Robert Travers, a half mark for neglecting to appear in answer to a charge 
relating to some disturbance within the wapentake of Gilling. On Monday after Ascension-day, 40 Hen. III., 1256, Beatrix, the widow of Robert 
Travers, sued Robert de Veteriponte for a right of common in Caberg, of which she bad been unjustly disseized by John de Veteriponte his father*. At 
an assize held at Pontefract, at Michaelmas, 47 Hen. III., 1263 ^ a jury was called to decide whether Warin, brother of Gilbert Travers, died seized of 
a messuage, nine tofts, forty -three acres of meadow land, seven bovates (less twelve acres) of arable land, three acres of wood, and a rent often shillings 
and sixpence in Dalton Travers; and if one Beatrix Travers had a right to a third part of the same as her dower. The question was raised by Gilbert 
Travers, who, after many years of monastic seclusion, during which he had conveyed his birthright to his younger brother, sought to regain the paternal

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estftte by disoovering some technical informality in respect of his elder brother's snocession. Many witnesses were called and deeds produced^ before the 
jnry came to their decision, which was, '* that a certain Robert Travers (formerly the husband of the said Beatrix) who held these lands, had three sons, 
Warin the eldest, Qilbert the second, and Robert the youngest. Robert Travers, senior, dying thus seized, was succeeded by Warin as his son and heir, 
while Gilbert took upon himself the habit of religion in the house at Watton, and remained a professed monk during a period of fifteen years. Mean- 
while, on the death of Warin Travers without lawful issue, his brother Robert succeeded, (Gilbert being avowedly as one dead to all secular affairs,) and 
rendered homage to the lord' of the fee, to wit, Roger de Aske, and paid a fine for relief. Moreover that the said Gilbert accompanied the said Robert 
while so doing, and thereto gave his consent. Therefore the said Gilbert loses his cause and is amerced." What became of him afterwards is uncertain. 
In 1268 he was excommunicated by the Archbishop of York for having scandalized his order by these proceedings, and may then have travelled south- 
ward, for in 7 Edw. I., 1278-9, a Gilbert Travers held a virgate of land in Broughton, co. Ozon'. Once settled in the peaceable possession of his estate, 
Robert Travers sold a small portion of it, and added considerably to the g^nts from his ancestors to Marrick Priory and other religious houses. He was 
living in 52 Hen. III., 1267-8, but from that date we lose sight of him altogether. Whether he ever married, when he died, and who was his heir, 
are queries that we should much like to solve, and it is very possible that some local antiquarian may assist us in the matter. The latest mention of the 
estate among the documents before us is in 12 Edw. II., 1319, when one William de St. Giles conveyed to Bertrand de Mount Bourdier and Joane hia 
wife the manors of Horton, Hereford, &c, in Northumberland, and the manor of Balton Travers in Yorkshire*.

Chbibtophbb Tbayebs of Doncaster must have been bom toward the close of the fourteenth century, to have been (as without doubt he was) 
a great-grandfather in 1466. And if there be any historical foundation «for the characters of Northumberland's retainers "Travers and Morton," who 
appear in the first act of Shakespeare's "Second Part of King Heary IV.^" beyond all others do we believe Christopher Travers and his -brother-in-law 
Morton of Bawtry, to have been the persons therein represented. Our information with respect to him is most meagre, but it seems probable that he 
and his brothers Brian and Edmund were three younger sons of Roger Travers of Nateby, co. Lane, who in 1379-80 married Alice, daughter of John 
Thornton, Esq., of Thomton. Supposing him to have been born in 1383, be would have been nearly of age in the year of the battle of Shrewsbury, 
(23 July, 1403,) when, according to Shakespeare, he was sent by the Earl from Warkworth Castle to "listen after news;" and would consequently have 
died at the age of eighty-three. He was without doubt a soldier — witness his bequest to his servant of " all my bows and arrows" — and led an active 
life until old age began to tell upon him. That he was wealthy appears from the fact that in 1461 he sold an estate in and near Doncaster for the then 
large sum of four hundred marks, and still retained his house and grounds within that town. He kept a large establishment, and as it is upon record 
that he had a private chapel attached to his residence', there can be but little doubt that he kept also a private chaplain. Dying without male issue his 
real estate passed to the heirs of his deceased daughter Isabel, while much of his personal property was expended for the health of his souL The follow- 
ing is a literal translation of his will : — 

" In the Name of God, Amen. I Chbistopheb Tbauebs being of sound mind and memory this Kvij*** day of November in the year of our Lord 
one thousand, four hundred, sixty-six, but discerning that I am in imminent danger of death, do make my last will in this manner : First, I leave my 
soul to Almighty God, the Blessed Virgin Mary and all her saints, and my body to be buried within the Cathedral Church of St. Paul of London. Item, 
I bequeath to Edmund Trauers my brother a < musterdevillers' cloak and a Kendal cloak and xx" in money. Item, I bequeath to my cousin'" Nicholas 
Bellarby an over-cloak. Item, I bequeath to my servant John Waletig a long ' musterdevillers' cloak remaining at the ' More,' a short green cloak and 
a Kendal cloak. Item, I bequeath to the same John a grey horse and xxvj* viij^ in money. Item, I bequeath to the same John all my bows and arrows. 
The residue of my goods, not hitherto bequeathed, I give and bequeath to Katherine my wife, John Woderouf E^uire, and Edmund Chaderton clerk, 
whom I ordain, msike, and constitute my executors; that they, having God before their eyes, may dispose of the same as they best shall see fit fbr the 
health of my soul, and as they would hope to answer before the highest Judge. And I bequeath to John Woderouf one of my executors, for his labour 
towards the execution of my said will, xl". Item, I bequeath to Edmund Chaderton another of my executors for his labour towards the execution of my 
said will, a grey ambling nag remaining at the ' More.' In witness whereof to this my last will I have placed my seal, these bang witnesses — Brian 
Trauers my brother, Thomas Orston, John Trauers of London, John Woldyng and others. Dat' London' the day and year aforesaid." — •* This will was 
proved [at York] the 9th day of the month of May, in the year IxviJ, and administration committed to Katherine the relict of the said deceased, and 
Edmund Chaderton, [two of the] executors ; a like power being reserved to their co-executor." 

There is every probability that Christopher Travers died soon after the making of his will — ^perhaps on the same day— although it was not proved 
for full five months afterwards. We account for this by presuming that he had been living for some time in London, that his wife was with him, and 
that she could not in a less period so settle her affairs as to enable her to leave for Yorkshire. Moreover, at an advanced age it would have been im- 
prudent, perhaps impossible, for her to have undertaken such a journey in the depth of winter. But in the spring of the year 1467 we find her at York,

whence retiriog to her house at Doncaster she prohably remained there until her death, in June or Jaly, 1480. Her will, worded very similarly to that of 
her husband, was also proved at York : — " In the Name of God, Amen : the twentieth day of Jxme in the year of our Lord h ccco LXXX^ I EATHSBnm 
T^ATTSBB of Doncaster, being of sound mind and memory, do make my last will in this manner : First, I bequeath my soul to Almighty God, the Blessed 
Virgin Mary and all her saints, and my body to be buried in the choir of St. Laurence within the church of St. George of Doncaster, near to the tomb of 
Thomas Wentworth. Item, I bequeath for a mortuary so much as the custom of the country requires. Item, I bequeath six pounds of wax to be burnt 
near my body on the day of my burial. Item, I bequeath to every priest present at my funeral iiij^, and for two derks viij', and to any one who may 
ask for it i*'. Item, I bequeath to an honest priest for celebrating a trentale for my soul x". Item, I bequeath to every poor person living within the 
town of Doncaster a loaf of the value <^ a halfpenny, and a penny in money. Item, I bequeath to the brotherhood of St. Antony of London yj" vi^*'. 
Item, I bequeath to the brotherhood of St. Robert of Knaresburgh in* viij". Item, I bequeath to the brotherhood of St. Christopher of York vj* viij*'. 
Item, I bequeath to the guild of St. Eatherine of Doncaster x^j*', and to the guild of St. George of the same place xij*'. Item, I bequeath to four poor 
persons four black cloaks at the discretion of my executors. The residue of all my goods not before bequeathed I give and bequeath to Richard Fulwood, 
Rector of the church of Todwyk, William Lawson, and Thomas Vawce, whom I ordain and constitute my executors, that they may dispose of the same 
for the health of my soul and the souls of all my ancestors, in the best way they shall be able. And I also ordain and constitute John Wodrufe Esouire 
overseer of all my (roods. In witness whereof I have [hereto] placed my seal. These being Witnesses — John Dighton chaplun, Richard Whitenede 
cbaplun, Thomas Philipson and many others. Dat' the day and year aforesaid."— "This will was proved on the eighth day of August in the year 
above written, and administration was committed to the executors therein named, they having been first sworn according to law." 

Here also there is no evidence of the possession of real property, although we learn from a Bodleian MS. (Dodsw. xcv. f. 67*) that on the 24th Dec, 
13 Hen. VII., 1497, the Nor of Roche held lands in Doncast^ "nere the churchyard of St. George, of the demise of Thomas Bosewell, son of Thomas 
Bosewell and Katherine his wife, one of the cosens (granddaughters) and heires of Katerin Trauers, late deceased." Of Brian and Edmund, the "brothers 
of Christopher Travers, we have discovered nothing ; yet, forming as they may the connecting links between the several branches of the fiunily hitherto 
mentioned" and the parent stem, we can hardly over-estimate the value of any ever so insignificant a fact relating to them. 



Wb should likewise be glad to add to our notes in respect of the following Yorkshiremen of the name : — John Travers of Howden, in the East Biding, 
who lived temp. Hen. III., had issue two sons, John and Thomas Travers. John the eldest is referred to by Dodsworth (MS. Ixii. f. 68), as if in the enjoyment 
of his estate in 25 Edw. I., 1296-7. He died without issue in or about the month of April, 1311, and was succeeded by his nephew John Travers, (son of 
his deceased brother Thomas by Idonia his wife,) a hoy nine years old °. The estate consisted of messuages, lands, and tenements in the townships of 
" Kilpine, Skelton, Lynton, Thorpe, Belby, and Barmby-on-the-Marah," all in the parish of Howden ; together with the manors of Howden and Peverel- 
thorp, and lands at " Eastrington, Portington, Benetland, Silvesterker, Stokbrigge," and Kewland, whidb were held of the King at an annual rent of 
ciij* x', in lieu of all services. In addition to this very considerable property, the youth inherited from his father a farm of a hundred and forty ^four acres 
in the parish of Great Stainton, near Bishopton, co. Durham p. He was living on 22 May, 1821, being then still under age and in the wardship of the 
King. — Robert Travers of Bray ton, near Selby, and John Trauas of " Schyrbum in the wapentidce of Barkeston," were severally assessed for the poll-tax, 
2 Rich. II., 1378-9.— Thomas Trauers of *'£l8lake," was ordered to be arrested and brought to Pontefract, by writ dated 26 June, 8 Rich. II., 1879, on 
a charge of trespass and contempt of court. — Johannes de Graystoke, by will dated 18 Nov., 1895, and proved at York, provides that " Thomas Travers 
may have back all his lands upon paying to ray executors x* in money." — One Thomas Travers was slain in cold blood at Leckonfield, near Beverley, about 
six o'clock on the evening of the 8th March, 16 Hen. VII., 1501, by " Sabar Gylpyn, Robert Eland, and William Dykson ;" many others, to wit, *' John 
Hotham, Knt., George Hotham, John Pescod, William Raveuthorp, Richard Clerk, and Roger Holme," being present and parties thereto. Elizabeth 
Travers, widow of the deceased, prosecuted his murderers, who were all natives of Scarborough. Gylpyn was charged with inflicting a mortal wound on 
the right leg with a sword of the value of two shillings ; Eland, with a twelvepenny dagger, made a deep cut in the throat; while Dykson buried a like 
weapon (priced at ten-pence only) in the neck or breast. The prisoners were released on bail, but as the papers before us give no account of the trial, we 
cannot say how they were punished. — ^Ambrose Pudiey, of Bolton, co. Tork,<^ will dated 7 June, 1521, bequeaths " to my cosen (? nephew) William 
Travers two oxen." — Among the wills at York are those of Alisona Trevise of Sprotley in Holdemess, widow, who died cire. 1585-88, and Robert Trevis 
of Skipsea, in the Esst Riding, 1589.— John Treves rented a farm on Lord Chaworth's estate at Harthill and Woodhall, co. York, 81 Jan., 1650. 



Lastly, among natives of certain counties that have escaped our topographical arrangement, it is desirable to mention : — Henry Travice, gentle- 
man, who joined William Lord Cavendish in the sale of the manor of Houghton Regis, in Bedfordshire, to Thomas Lord Ellesmere, on 21 June, 1616. — 
Laurence Travers, Vicar of Qucthiock, in Cornwall, 80 Hen. YIII. — Robert Travers, owner of the manors of Bower's Hall, and Belesdum or Boteler's in 
Essex, temp. Edw. III. — Thomas Travers, Vicar of Walthamstowe, who was living at Michaelmas 1512 ; and Samuel Travers, of Bovills and Aulton 
Park, in the same county, toward the close of the seventeenth century. — Simon Traviz, or Travers, who obtained a royal grant of the manor of 
Daventry, in Northamptonshire, 28th Nov., 17 John, 1215. — Richard Trauers, defendant in a suit concerning land in the same county, 27 Hen. III., 1248 ; 
and John Travers, lessee of the manor of Daventry, 26 Hen. VIII, 1584. — John Travers, Mayor of Oxford in 1519. — Richard Travers, who died circ. 
1873, seized of an estate at Blakemore and Ashbretil, co. Somerset, leaving a widow Lucy. — John Travyshe, admitted D.D. at Oxford June 28, 1582 ; and 
John Trevyce, Rector of Luccombe, near Minehead, co. Somerset, in 1535. — Thomas Travers**, of Curry-Rivell, near Taunton, clerk, who married Joane, 
one of the four sisters and co-heiresses of Marmaduke Jenninges, of Curry -Rivell, and inherited a fourth part of his mansion and lands previous to 
1 March, 1609. — John Travers, Canon of Lichfield temp. Edw. IIL — John Travers, one of the Judges of the Queen's Bench 8-5 Edw. III. — Peter Travers, 
who died 20 June, 1526, and was buri(>d in the church of the Grey Friars, London. — Giles Travers, one of the trustees of Dame Margaret Carrill, holding 
in trust (in 1658) the manor of West Greensted in Sussex, by deed dated 19 Feb., 1650; and said to have been a member of the Grocers' Company. — 
John Travers, of Stepney, whose wife, Elizabeth [Younjr], died cire. April, 1701. — John Travers, the musician, organist of St. Paul's, Covent Garden, in 
1780, and of the King's Chupel in 1787. — And Joseph Travers of Rochester, who married (for the second time) in 1658, Grace, dan. of John Plaistow, Esq., 
of St. Margaret's, Rochester, and widow of a Mr. Packman, by whom he had issue a daughter, Frances Travers, living in 1684, the wife of one Samuel 
Smith. Joseph Travers seems to have been a wealthy tobacco merchant (see a drawing of his trade token of the year 1666, in Boyne*s " Tokens," 
p. 144) ; he died long before 1684, leaving John Travers his son and heir.
